Bill Mayer (who received yesterday the copy that I sent to him of my 
letter to Dick Horstman of August 28th) phoned me last night and was VERY 
enthusiastic in his agreement with what I wrote. "I agree with every word 
that you wrote," said he, "and that's why I'm a director of the APA." 

"The general meeting will take place on Saturday afternoon in Columbus," 
he continued, "so that anyone who wants to attend can attend. Sometimes 
they hold these meetings at strange times, and no one can attend. But 
they're going to hold it on Saturday afternoon in Columbus this November. 

All the directors will be there. Any questions you want to ask can be 
asked. I guarantee that nobody will be cut off. If the minister from 
Texas thinks he can cut pull any more shenanigans, he’s going to find 
himself back in Texas under his own tombstone." 

Bill Mayer seems like quite a forceful guy. I'm glad that I'm on his 
side. I wouldn't want to have him as an opponent. 

"And this business about giving money to the poultry museum," he 
continued, "we're gonna have to stop that." 

I don't really know enough about the proposed poultry museum project to 
have an informed opinion on whether or not the APA should make a large 
donation to the project. I do know that I think that the idea of a 
national poultry museum is a very good idea. Many individuals and 
organizations would be generous, I think, if they were fairly certain 
that they weren't throwing their money out the window by making a 
donation to such an institution. There is a need for more promotional 
material on the project. I know that I have seen some information on the 
proposed project in POULTRY PRESS and in the APA quarterlies, but, at the 
moment, I can't recall many specifics on the project. Who are the people 
who are the primary advocates of the national poultry museum?

What a noble enterprise. I hope that there were huge crowds on the docks to hail the winner upon his arrival. 

Speaking of racing, I recently enjoyed a superior bottle of American Brown Ale as some very fancy horses went 
through their paces in Syracuse, New York: 

August 27, 1998 

8:30 A M. departure for Syracuse with 36 si c : and 4 bantam chickens to enter in the New York State Fair. 
Also took 12 Racing Homers for a training f . -released them at 9:43 AM. at Castle Creek, NY, which is 58.6 
miles from Carbondale. A couple of years ago, Mom told me, as we passed by Castle Creek on our way up 81 to 
the New York State Fair, that she and Dad always remembered their first trip by Castle Creek on their yearly trips 
to Canada to go fishing. It was late at night and the white church steeple at Castle Creek was illuminated and very 
beautiful. Castle Creek appears to be an idyllic rural community. The twelve Homers kitted beautifully. I watched 
them as they circled and got their bearings and then headed south. With any luck, they should be home in a 
couple hours. 

The trip up was effortless. Beautiful late-summer day. Every vehicle on the road passed me, of course, even 
though I was going 65 mph. Many people, as they passed me, did double- and triple-takes on the truck full of 
chickens. Arrived at the immense fairgrounds and, thanks to a couple kinds of special exhibitor passes, was able 
to bypass the millions of cars near the fairgrounds and drive directly onto the fairgrounds and into the center of the 
racetrack. Loaded the cages onto my recently-made rolling platform and pulled it across the racetrack and into the 
poultry building. Cordial greetings from John Rebhhan, John Pierce, Roger and Della Davis, Dick and Thola 
Waldau, and Paul Jones. Put the birds into their cages. They all took the trip well. I quickly assessed all of the 
birds in the show (about 1700) and decided that my chances of having one or more of the show champions were 
pretty good. The Black Orpingtons that I entered looked wonderful in their cages, especially the three pullets and 
the cockerel in the breeders' pen display, and the cockerel in the open show. I always have a grand time at the 
New York State Fair. 

When the birds were all settled, I sat down by the waterfowl display, drank tea, and regrouped. I then made my 
rounds of the Fair: cattle barn (saw some of the most beautiful Milking Shorthorns I have ever seen; bought six 
chances on a Milking Shorthorn calf-winner picked on September 6), horticultural hall (spectacular dahlias and 
zinnias, also an impressive display of handcarved birds), Grange building, horse barn (immense pavilion from the 
early part of this century, beautiful stalls, reminds me of Grandpa Russell's horse barn), International Pavilion Ran 
into a lady who works at ICS (not sure of her name; she was a great admirer of my desk-top bouquets). I 
explained that I was there to show my chickens and she remarked that she and her husband passed a truck load 
of chickens on their way up 81 to the Fair. Probably it was me that they passed. 

Mid-afternoon. Horse show now in progress in the coliseum. Decided yesterday that I would carefully transport 
and drink here the bottle of American Brown Ale that Paul Warner gave me a few weeks ago. I have not churned 
up the yeast off the bottom of the bottle. The ale is at room temperature, which is how I like to drink it. 

Fortunately, I remembered to bring a bottle opener. Off goes the cap. Immediately I can detect the heady bouquet. 
The ale gently fizzes up a little. It reminds me of a volcano that is about to erupt. Slurp. The first sip takes off inside 
my mouth. The taste center seems to be the middle of the roof of the mouth. Wonderful. It's connected to the 
earth. 

"Our next class, ladies and gentlemen, is class 454, plantation walking horses, the 
mint julep class.” 

What an amazing coincidence-the mint julep class as I drink this brown ale. 

"In the days before quads and ATVs, plantation owners would ride out on 
plantation walking horses to look over their holdings They would be out all day 
on their horses. They needed a horse that was comfortable to ride and which was 
smooth gaited. Each of our riders today will carry a mint julep during this 
competition.” 

This ale is superior. It reminds me of those fancy Belgian ales that I had during an outing with Paul in 




Wilkes-Barre. Very much on target. 

"The riders will proceed around the ring at a fiat walk.” 

Very fancy horses. Five women in beautiful riding clothes. Reminds me of the fviadison Square Garden horse 
shows. 

“A running walk, please.” 

Some of these women are too focused on the mint juleps. If they would stop staring at their mint juleps and simply 
ride, they would be much better off. 

"A flat walk, please." 

The woman in blue is not riding with her horse, and the mint julep is slopping all over. Not a drop of this ale is 
going to escape me. 

"A running walk, please." 

A good brew, it seems to me, has to go the distance, which is what this ale is doing. It's just as rewarding on the 
tenth sip as it was on the first. Paul has perfected his brewing technique. This stuff is very good. 

"At the direction of the ringmaster, reverse and continue at a fiat walk." 

Things that are connected to the earth appeal to me a great deal. Peat-smoked barley. PW homegrown Nuggets, 
Chinooks, and East Kent Goldings; also some Northern Brewer and Hallertauer hops. I'm reminded of that 
marvelous statement by Mae West: 'Too much of a good thing is terrific!" 

"At the ringmaster's signal, line up, please." 

A pleasant mid-afternoon buzz from a single bottle of ale. Very nice. I'm sure that I must have some hops that are 
ready to harvest. 

"The winner of the mint julep class for plantation walking horses, ladies and 
gentlemen, is rider number 513, from Jamestown, New York." 

The riders have now all emptied their glasses and number 513, sans mint julep, will do her victory lap around the 
ring. Very stylish. Enthusiastic applause from the house. Horse shows-and fine home brews-are wonderful 
experiences. 

Remained in the coliseum for class 437: Haflinger horse and wagon youth team class. The young man at the reins 
of Barr's Haflingers' wagon almost tipped the wagon over in the reverse exercise. "Horsemen only! All visitors 
please use walkway. Bleacher seats are available. Box seats are reserved." A very stylish young woman (#1003, 
from Cato, NY), wearing a smart straw hat with a black band and a silky sea-green dress, and black gloves, was 
at the reins of the winning team. When the Haflinger teams had all left the ring, the huge double doors at the near 
end of the coliseum swung open and 11,400 pounds of Clydesdale horses, pulling a market wagon, thundered into 
the arena-a 6-horse hitch of 6-year old Clydesdale geldings, owned by the Wood-Mizer Corporation of Monrovia, 
NY. The 6-horse hitch performed intricate maneuvers, to the enthusiastic approval of the crowd. Each horse is 
18-19 hands tall (about 6 feet at the shoulders) and weighs 1,900 pounds. The oldest and most experienced of the 
six horses, the wheel horse, leads the wheel team, which is the team closest to the wagon. Clydesdales originated 
in the valley of the River Clyde in Scotland, around 1775. Whenever I am around gigantic draft horses, I am 
immediately carried back to my growing-up years and Grandpa Russell's two teams of draft horses. How we all 
loved those horses! The excitement we experienced as little boys, in the horse bam, in the market sleigh that was 
positioned inside the entrance, as the teams thundered into the barn, over the plank floor, on their way to their 
stalls, at the end of the day, is still very real. 

Left Syracuse at about 8 P.M, returned home by 10 P.M. Round trip: 257 miles. The birds are judged on August 
30-31. Return trip to Syracuse on Labor Day to pick up the birds.

The 16 different varieties of 
Old English games in the show 
were: Red Pyle, Quail, Silver 
Duckwing, Black Mottled, Blue 
Mottled, Fawn, Golden Duckwing, 
Crele, Porcelain, B. B. Red, 
Wheaten, Blue Wheaten, Blue, 
Spangled, Blue Red, and Black. 
The Best Old English was a Silver 
Duckwing cock, shown by Jim 
Decker. 

Ron and David Stiles, are 
the pigeon superintendents. Anson 
Tiffany, Bob Simons, and S. 
Robert Powell are the poultry 
superintendents. 


Two exhibits that attracted 
much attention in the poultry 
building during the week-long fair 
were a Black Orpington hen with a 
brood of ten Muscovy ducklings, 
and a Barred Rock bantam hen 
with a brood of 8 Guinea keets. 
Both displays were provided by 
Robert Powell.

Dear Paul: 

The Bath show is always enjoyable. Again this year, I made the trip with 
Bob Anke (breeder and owner of the S. C. Light Brown Leghorn pullet that 
was Champion Mediterranean at yesterday's show) and Chuck Campfield--in 
Bob's house trailer. They came by my place on Saturday at 1 P.M. and 
picked up me and my birds. 

What a luxury! I took along eight of my racing homers and we released 
them about 100 miles from home. (When I returned home on Sunday evening, 
the eight homers were all on their usual perches and no worse for wear.) 

We arrived at Bath in late afternoon, and put our birds in their cages. 

More often than not, I seem to arrive at shows with 15 minutes to get my 
birds ready and into their cages. It was very nice to have all the time 
in the world to fuss over the birds on Saturday afternoon. As I was 
cooping in, Bob Whitney asked me if I would be willing to help them out 
by judging the trios, the turkeys, and the guineas. "I'd be happy to. 

Thanks for asking." said I. Bob Anke, Chuck Campfield, and I then had 
dinner in a nice restaurant-where lots of other poultry people were also 
having dinner. Sunday morning was very relaxed, which was rare and 
wonderful. 

Just as I was going off to judge the trios, I noticed that you had just 
started to judge the American class. I was especially pleased to 
discover, when I had finished the trios, that you had judged a Partridge 
Rock to be class champion. When I saw that you had selected the pullet 
that I thought was the best of the Partridge Rocks in the show as the 
class champion, I got very excited, not only because she was class 
champion, but also because there was a possibility that she might go on 
to higher honors. The rest is history. I’m thrilled. 

My first judging experience went very well. I took all the turkeys out of 
their pens and looked them over. There were about ten of them and 
selecting the best birds was not too difficult. Many of them were in very 
poor show condition; a couple had color problems. Much the same could be 
said for the guineas. 

The trios, on the other hand were not as easy. Fifth place: White 
Wyandottes-beautiful show condition, females nicely matched, but all 
three had Cochin-like tails and didn't look like Wyandottes. Fourth 
place: Golden Sebrights--nice type, but birds in somewhat rough 
condition, females didn't match well. Third place: S. C. Light Brown 
Leghoms-looked beautiful from the aisle, but one hen was somewhat 
bigger than the other and had many missing tail feathers; male had many 
missing tail feathers and wouldn't show. Second place. Mille Fleur Uccle 
Belgians-good type, nicely matched females, good male, but females had 
tails that were not all the way in; birds could have been better 
conditioned. First place: S. C. White Leghorns-nicely matched females; 
beautiful male; all three of excellent type and in superb show condition 

I was recently notified by the Maryland State Poultry Fanciers that they 
have officially voted to hire me to judge at their show at Frederick, MD, 
in November. I am very pleased. Thanks again for your encouragement and 
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support in this process/rite of passage known as becoming a poultry 
judge.

Thank you for sending me a copy of the letter sent to your District 
Director, Dick Horstman, with regards to your concerns of the APA. 

The concerns you have are noted, not only by yourself, but many. I 
am sure that the Board will be addressing the majority of these concerns in 
Columbus at our meeting, both directors meeting and general meeting. 

Of the concerns you have listed I would like personally to respond 
with reference to the different font use in the Yearbook. Is this in reference 
to the text or the ads? If it is to the text only (ie articles, etc.), this is being 
addressed currently and should be better by next year. If this is geared more 
towards the ads, I think it important to point out to you that Toma is not 
responsible for all the ads (very few in fact) that come in camera ready from 
different clubs and individuals placing the ads. I don’t see how we (the 
APA) could possibly govern to our advertisers in the Yearbook what 
advertisers shall use and what they shall not. I’m not aware of any 
publication that does or would make nn attempt to do so. They pay for the 
ads, whether created by themselves, or ad agencies and therefore have the 
distinct right to use what they deem necessary. 

As to the photographs, if you have photos sent in of poor quality, even 
through scanning and enhancements, they may or may not turn out. We can 
only be held responsible within reasonable expectations that of what people 
send in is of an exceptional quality. Even a quick copy center would be hard 
pressed to made good out of bad quality photos. The responsibility and 
judgement for such has to be left up to the individual making payment for the 
ad photo. 

Again thank you for the copy of the letter and I hope by addressing 
these few concerns you understand that we are aware of your concerns and 
will be addressing many of them in Columbus.

North Iowa Show: 80 geese and 100 standard ducks! That's a lot of big 
waterfowl. Shows around here seem to have about 20-25 geese and maybe 
30-40 standard ducks. Bantam ducks, on the other hand, are very popular 
here, and there are always lots of them. 

It seems that every time I turn around, I run into yet another new color 
of Call duck. It's almost as out-of-control as the bantam Old English 
Game color proliferation: fawn mottled, buff spangled, blue ginger, and 
so on. I have the impression that some of these Old English and Call guys 
just let all of their birds run together and when they get five or six 
birds that seem to look alike, they give them a name and declare it to be 
a new variety. I know one guy who has 15 or 20 colors of Old English Game 
bantams. He takes good care of them, and they are nice to see, but 
unfortunately they all have very poor type (wings like Sebrights and 
tails like Rosecombs!), which doesn't seem to bother him at all. 

Speaking of ducks, would you like a couple dozen muscovies? How about 
several dozen guineas? I'll be happy to ship them right out! Sometimes I 
think I should start a hatchery.

Our thanks to Edward Marrinan for his perceptive article ("Martha 
Stewart") in the October 1998 issue of POULTRY PRESS about Martha 
Stewart's visit to the 1997 spring show of the Central Pennsylvania Avian 
Club in Bloomsburg, PA. 

Positive publicity about exhibition poultry from someone with celebrity 
status who also raises poultry benefits all of us in the hobby in at 
least two ways. First of all, such positive publicity is an especially 
useful tool to those fanciers who are confronted with the possibility of 
zoning regulations and ordinances against poultry. All of us in the 
hobby, in fact, have an obligation to promote poultry whenever and 
wherever we can.

November 6-8,1998 

The Maryland State Poultry 
Fanciers' Show. My first judging 
assignment as an licensed poultry 
judge. Left home at 10:08 A.M. 
Took Mom with me; also a cage of 
10 guinea fowl to sell. The trip 
down was very easy. We stopped 
in he Harrisburg area at 1?25 for a 
snack. Then onward to Gettysburg 
and Frederick: 224 miles to the 
door of the poultry building on the 
Frederick fairgrounds. We arrived 
at 2:48 P.M. Miraculously, we did 
not have any problems whatsoever 
with directions or roads: 81 South 
to 83South to 581 West to 15 
South to the Frederick Fair¬ 
grounds. 

I checked in, so to speak, 
with Kay St. Amour and then put 
my guineas in sales cages and the 
pair of tipplers that I took for a 
friend of Bill Gladhill's in their 
box under the sales cage area. I fed 
and watered them all and then 
Mom and 1 went to the Days Inn 
(301-694-6600). We had more of 
the picnic lunch that I packed and 
then rested for a while and then I 
put Mom to bed. She fell right 
asleep. I bathed and went to bed, 
after doing some last-minute 
studying the APA's American 
Standard of Perfection. 

I woke up early and got up 
and bathed and shaved and then 


got Mom up. We went to the 
motel's breakfast and had the 
continental breakfast. Arrived at 
the fairgrounds not long after 7 
A.M. Unfortunately, I forgot the 
tray for Mom's wheelchair and that 
meant that I had to watch her more 
or less constantly because she can 
get out of the wheelchair without 
the tray. I devised a kind of 
restraint belt from a sv, rt and 
rope. Mom didn't like that a bit, 
but it worked. 

Lots of familiar faces in the 
show hall but, as a judge, it was 
not appropriate for me to look at 
the exhibitors' list. Kay told me 
that I would do the standard 
chickens and turkeys. Excellent. 

I watched the classes 
develop before me. The American 
and the Mediterranean classes 
were large and had many superior 
birds in them. Lots of major 
league breeders were on the scene. 
"This will be a baptism of fire," 
said 1 to myself. Frank Harris was 
assigned to me as my clerk. That 
was grand. Frank is a good guy 
and I appreciated the opportunity 
to get to know him better. He also 
knows a lot about chickens and is 
very popular with lots of southern 
exhibitors. 

The judging went well. I 
took my time and made it a point 
to be very thorough and 
professional. Did lots of side-by- 


JL. 
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side comparisons: move the three 
candidates for reserve class 
championship to empty cages and 
look at them side-by-side. I made 
it a point to be very gentle with all 
the birds and to treat them as if 
they were my own. 1 always 
smoothed out feathers and gave it 
my best to make the birds I was 
judging look their best. I was 
carefully watched by many of the 
"top guns" in the show. 

By around mid-day, people 
started telling me that I was doing 
a good job. The positive feedback 
was very rewarding and 
encouraging. 

Most of the big breeders in 
leghorns in the eastern USA were 
there and they all examined all the 
leghorns and came up with their 
own decisions before I judged the 
birds. "We’ve made our decisions. 
Now you make yours." I did. The 
three final candidates were a S. C. 
Light Brown hen, a Dark Brown 
hen, and a S. C. White Cockerel. 1 
chose the Light Brown hen. 

One after the other, the 
leghorn breeders congratulated me 
on my choices. It was wonderful. I 
have the feeling that 1 will be 
asked to judge at other shows on 
the basis alone of my judging of 
the American and Mediterranean 
classes. 


Ben Maurer: "We've heard a lot of 
good reports on you today." 

Richard Holmes (one of the 
leading experts on leghorns in 
America and an APA judge): 
"Congratulations on your judging 
of the leghorns. You did a good 
job." 

Jerry Sliker: "Congratulations. 
You did fine. We're proud of you." 

Shelby and Eddy Harrington: 
"You did a good job today. You 
didn't appear to be at all nervous." 

Richard Hickman: "You did a 
good job. Congratulations." 

A couple of other people, whose 
names I don't know, also 
congratulated me. 

What a wonderful feeling. I am 
very relieved that my "baptism" is 
over. I think that I acquitted 
myself well. Let's hope that there 
will be other judging assignments 
as a result of this experience, 
which I enjoyed immensely.

Will Burton and Mike Waski were 
pleasant to judge with, surtout the 
former. Wask' is a boob/dolt and 
not at all interesting. Will Burton 
commands immense respect from 
everyone and people treated him 
like minor royalty all day long. 

Returned home about 5:30 P.M. 
on Sunday. All was well at home. 

On Monday morning (11/9), when 
I went up to the barn, I discovered 
that there was a Homer sitting on 
the landing board. It was one of 
my young birds that has just now 
come home. I have the trap closed 
for the winter and he bird could 
not get in. I caught him and put 
him in. He/she is in good 
condition but is missing all of its 
tail, except one feather. Someone 
or something grabbed a hold of 
him/her.

I released nine birds at Kingston, 
NY. Where has this bird been for 
the past month. It's wonderful that 
he/she has finally made it home. 
Very touching—the lure to home.

TWISTED WINGS 

By S. Robert Powell 



After raising chicks for a 
few decades, it's easy to 
convince yourself that you've 
seen it all when it comes to the 
kind of trouble that chicks can 
get themselves into. But I had 
a new kind of chick problem 
this year. 

This past spring and 
summer I had about a half 
dozen chicks, out of about 
300, whose wings became 
badly twisted at the age of 
about four weeks. To look at 
the chicks (American Game 
bantams), you would think that 
someone had taken hold of 
their wings and twisted them 
around two or three times, and 
then positioned the twisted 
wings in place by propping the 
primary wing feathers on the 
backs of the chicks. 

The chicks, of course, were 
in considerable distress. To 
correct the problem, I simply 
unwound the wings. 
Surprisingly, the wings 
seemed to go back into place, 
and that was that. But how did 
it happen? I was sure that the 
problem was not genetic. I 
watched and waited. 

Finally, after many hours of 
observation over the period of 
a couple weeks, I discovered 
what was going on. The 
chicks, believe it or not, did it 
themselves! The wirg twisters, 
spurred on by natural 
curiosity, discovered that the 
own emerging primary wing 
fee •■hers were something very 
interesting to pick at. They 
would grab hold of the feather 
tips with their beaks and pull 
their own wings forward, 
toward their heads. The harder 
a chick would pull, the closer 
the wing, now upside down, 
would draw near the neck and 
head. 


This would cause the chick 
some pain, and the chick 
would release the wing. But 
the wing would not always go 
back into its normal position. 
Sometimes the wing would get 
stuck on the chick's back. The 
next thing you know the chick 
would reach back and grab 
hold again of its own wing with 
its beak. If the chick grabbed 
the v/ing tip at just the right 
angle and pulled the wing 
towards its head, the entire 
wing would be taken through a 
complete rotation. After the 
first twist, repeated twists 
became easier and easier. 

I wouldn't believe it 
possible if I hadn't witnessed it 
happen on several occasions. 
It didn't happened because of 
any dietary efficiency or 
because the chicks were 
crowded. I believe these 
twisted wings were merely the 
unfortunate consequence of 
adolescent avian curiosity. 
After several unwinding of 
twisted wings, over the period 
of a week or so, the chicks 
seemed to lose interest in 
Picking at their own 
developing wings. No 
permanent damage appears to 
have been done, as the errant 
chicks are now fully yrown 
with normal wings.

Thank you for the lovely jam surprise! I'm sorry that I wasn't able to come up with the 
pullets for Mrs. Newman. Glad to learn that the Waldaus were able to fill the need. 

Things here are well. There have been no changes to speak of in my mother's condition— 
which is good. My brother and 1 look after her. We give it our best to keep her away for 
the doctors as much as possible, and try to keep all of the variables in her life constant— 
more or less the same diet, the same routines, and so on.

Columbus, OH, November 13-15, 1998 

Entered 2 Partridge Rock pullets and one hen; also one Black Orpington 
pullet 

(Comments, observations, notes given in SRP journal) 

My birds never made it to Columbus. Larry Wolbert was all set to take them 
out. He volunteered to do so. We were to mee* at the intersection of Routes 
80 and 81 on the morning of Thursday, November 12 th . Regrettably, his 
vehicle was in an accident on the preceding day and his plans for Ohio were 
canceled. No matter. The trip was not at all diminished by the fact that my 
birds were not in the show. I believe that I would have had Best Partridge 
Rock in the show, but I don't think I would have had Champion American. 

1 worked on Thursday. At lunch time I went home and fed and watered the 
birds, again, and then came back to work. Drove from ICS to the airport and 
was there about one hour before my flight. A good p irt of the pleasure of 
such as trip is that after a certain point there is nothing that you can do to 
get ready. You reach a point of no return and that's that. The last time that I 
was on an airplane was 27 years ago—I flew to Syracuse for my interview 
at SUNY:Oswego. During the 70s and 80's I flew a lot, including three trips 
to Europe. My trip to Frederick on November 7-8 was in some respects a 
dry run for this trip—I had to prepare the birds for two days on their own 
when I went to Frederick. Now it's for three days on their own. 

US Airways, Flight 300, departing Avoca at 6:25 P.M., arriving in 
Pittsburgh at 7:28 P M. L arry Wolbert seemed sure that I could have gotten 
the four birds on the plane with me. How odd to be in a plane at 6:15 P.M. 
and not to be at home in the barn with the birds. There is a phone built into 
the seat in front of me, a GTE Airfone. 54 minute-flight, cruising at 20,000 
feet. This plane will continue on to Orlando, FL. Incredible sense of thrust 
and power from the engines. We're up! What a feeling! Beautiful clear 
night. Lots of jaded passengers, flipping casually through newspapers. I'm 
sure my heart is beating faster than normal. In 12 minutes, we'll be in 
Pittsburgh. This plane feels immense. The Pittsburgh area twinkles below. 











Two hours on the ground at Pittsburgh. I sat and watched the movement of 
people on the rolling sidewalks. Very amusing. If one walks while riding, 
the sense of speed is, of course, increased. People seemed to be passing by 
in front of me in quick time. It seems very theatrical. People who just ride— 
and don't walk while riding on the moving sidewalk—appear to be very 
earthbound. 

Pittsburgh to Columbus: US Air 1133, 9:35 P.M departure. My class today 
at ICS was wonderful. This semester's "Practical English and the Command 
of Words" is much more interesting than the one I did 6 months ago. It's a 
larger group and the dynamics are better. In addition, I stand up to teach this 
time and do a better job of it. I function best in larger groups than I do in 
small seminar-type classes. This course will be good for SRP's in-house 
reputation at ICS. The crew on this plane are now making plans for after¬ 
work drinks and dinner in Columbus. This plane is much noisier than the 
one from Avoca to Pittsburgh. I doesn't seem to have the immense power of 
the other one. Up for 15 or 20 minutes and now we descend to Columbus. I 
shall never get used to turbulence in airplanes. I clutch hold of the arm rests 
and wait for the turbulence to pass. If I were home at this moment, I would 
probably be in bed. Here I am at many thousands of feet above Columbus, 
OH. 

Mark Massen met me and whisked me off to an airforce/squadron/officers' 
club type restaurant. We entered and sat down. Immediately, waiters began 
swirling around and served us a prime rib dinner. We got red-carpet 
treatment. Very impressive. Very pleasant. Sharon is in San Antonio. The 
Massen's house is in a beautiful residential area—not a blade of grass out of 
place. By about 1 A.M. I was in bed—very tired. By 6 A.M. on Friday, 

Mark and I were having coffee and he was driving me to the Ohio State 
Fairgrounds, where I arrived just as the doors were opening. Wonderful. 

12,294 birds in the show: 7,044 bantams; 3,366 standard chickens; 1,884 
waterfowl. I am exhibitor #13 (out of 780). Hundreds of standard Rocks. 
Some very nice White Wyandottes and Black Giants. 1 started at the 
American class and made my way around the show hall. Ran into Frank 
Goodfellow (#246): "I met you at Syracuse," said he. Very friendly. He 
raises White Leghorns. Kerry Essick from Billings, MO though I was the 
Patterson who raises Rosecombs.

I dressed up for the occasion: I wore black pants and a black, long-sleeved 
T-shirt and my Harris tweed jacket and brown leather shoes. Very dignified. 
It's important, I think, to be dressed for such occasions. Barn clothes are not 
appropriate. The birds are all dressed up and their owners should be all 
dressed up for the occasion. 

Opening ceremonies. Very impressive. Hundreds of exhibitors all gathered 
around the central area at front. This is the largest poultry show ever to take 
place in North America. I am delighted to be here. The combination of the 
Harris tweed jacket and the black shirt and pants: what a statement! It 
carried the day. 

Standard Partridge Rocks: shown by Zelotes Eschmeyer (167), Norman 
Ennis (424), Nyle Wells (581), Bob Richie (498), and SRP (13). The BV 
was a cockerel shown by Norman Ennis. Ran into Adrian Rademacher: very 
pleasant conversation. Ran into Roland and Mrs. Romich—nice people. 
There were a couple of Narraganset turkeys in the show. A tom shown by 
Virginia Jensen (481) of Forest Lake, MN was very nice. 

I rounded a corner by the sales' tables at the front of the bantam section and 
this man said to me: "S. Robert. How are you?" I looked directly at the man 
and said: "Fine. Sir, help me out with your name, if you will." To my 
complete surprise, it was Bart Pals! I have known him electronically for 
several years but have not really had a face-to-face visit with him ever. We 
had a very cordial and enthusiastic visit. He has very friendly eyes. 
Introduced me to his wife and to Dennis Thompson (from Ankeny, IA; 
Dennis and I were very active supporters of Bart during his campaign for 
the presidency of the APA). What a wonderful experience to get to know 
Bart and Dennis. It was like visiting with and talking with a complete 
stranger who is an old friend! 

Ran into Dick Horstmann—District 2 director of APA. He spoke of my 
letter. Said that the points I raised were good one. Said he would bring up 
many of my points at the APA directors' meeting. He dealt with me as a 
force to be reckoned with—and that was nice. Ran into Tommy Stanley and 
he responded to me in the same positive way that Dick Horstmann did. It's a

pleasant feeling to be recognized as a person of influence and position in the 
poultry world. 

Visits with Rico Sebastianelli, Norman Ennis, Ernie Durb, Warren Tye, 

John Monaco, Essick's Bantams, Frank Goodfellow, Don Krahe, Craig 
Russell, Briget and Tom Kane, Mark Whitebread (I shook his hand was 
very civilized to him. He responded in kind.), Dick and Thola Waldau, John 
Rebhahn, Paul Jones, Roger Davis, Larry Conroy. 

Beautiful birds: Silver Penciled Rock cockerel, shown by 184, Rober* 
Murphy from MA; Buff Rocks, Larry and Mark Peterson (198); Silver- 
Laced Wyandottes (27), nice hens, Larry Urban pointed out to me that they 
have poor combs, however; Mottled Javas (338), Jersey Giants (107, 193, 
566): White Giants (566); Cuckoo Orloff hen (255); Silver-Spangled 
Hamburgs (653); Salmon Faverolles (290); White Faverolles (208); White 
Faced Black Spanish (42); Single Comb Black Minorcas (435, 342); Quail 
Belgians; Columbian Rock bantams—huge class, very nice; Rose Comb 
Rhode Island Red bantam pullet shown by 436, Don and Joan Laue from 
Elkhorn; Black Brahma bantams; White Brahma bantams; Black Faverolle 
bantams; White Faverolle bantams; White Crested Chocolate Polish 
bantams—qualifying meet here today. Those are some of the birds that 
especially caught my eye during my rounds of the show hall. I was very 
gratified to learn that more than a few of the birds that I singled out were 
eventually named BV, BB, or class champions. 

Don Schrider: "You did real well [in judging the Leghorns] at Frederick last 
weekend. Halbach (who is judging the Leghorns here today) agrees with 
you." What a nice compliment. 

Met and had a nice chat with Gary Agajanian from California. 

APA General Meeting: Lots of ho-hum administrative stuff. The names of 
the new APA judges were read, and my name, of course, was read out. Nice 
feeling. Lamar Stephenson is a good speaker and is a very engaging man. A1 
Watts is a gentleman of the old school. Larry Urban loves to hear the sound 
of his own voice. Here are the numbers (1 believe I noted them down 
correctly) on the current membership of the APA: annual individual 
members, 1,918; life, 97; endowment trust life, 254; junior 622; associate, 
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254; total 3,145. After about 45 minutes of that, Bart Pals asked some direct 
questions about the recent APA election. Things then got very interesting. 
Pat Malone and Mrs. Halbach are concerned only with self-glorification. 
Bart and Larry Urban and I asked some very pointed questions. I was a bit 
nervous about taking the floor in such an august assemblage of people, but 
take the floor 1 did, and I believe I did so very well. In a couple of instances, 
I followed up on points that were raised by Bart. At one point I pointed out 
"that it is not the responsibility of the members of the APA to make sure 
they receive ballots, rather it is the responsibility of the officers and 
directors of the APA to make sure that all members receive ballots." There 
was a very nice feeling of implicit agreement with me throughout the hall 
following that observation by SRP. Bart has lots of supporters. At one point 
I remarked: "If there was any doubt at all about the accuracy of the 
membership list, the results of the election should have been declared null 
and void and a new set of ballots sent out." Many people agreed with me. 
Towards the end of the meeting, I took the floor yet again and publicly 
congratulated Rico Sebastianelli on his good work in assisting the APA 
secretary to compile and report on the master exhibitor points. Rico was 
given an enthusiastic round of applause by the membership. I was pleased 
to have congratulated him publicly. 

APA Judges' Section meeting. Dennis Thompson sat in front of me; Bart 
Pals across the room; Jerry Yeaw to my left. It was a pleasant feeling to be 
part of such an august group of poultry fanciers.. There were about 30 of us 
in the meeting, under Sam Brush's direction. Routine business. General 
discussion of the clerking process. We all agreed that the clerking 
experience should be an educational experience and not purely a secretarial 
experience. Under new business, I said: "As poultry judges, we should think 
about adopting the same procedures that are used by all other livestock 
judges when selecting the show champions. We should publicly state why 
we have made the decisions that we have. We should say why we chose the 
Plymouth Rock, for example, over the Minorca, over the Cochin. We should 
comment on the birds in general and say good things about them all but then 
be specific as to why we have selected the show champions that we have. 

We tried this at Bloomsburg a year or so ago, and the exhibitors loved it." I 
paid $10 and became an official member of the Judges' Section and will 
now receive The Judges' Stick, the publication of the Judges' Section. 



Friday night: dinner with Sal Ruffino at an Italian restaurant somewhere in 
the Columbus area. Met Mark Massen at 11 P.M. at City Center. Sharon 
returned from San Antonio early Saturday evening and she met me at the 
show hall and we then met Mark for dinner at a steak house. The Massens 
were very gracious hosts. They both have such frenzied schedules! I took 
them a quart of my Pickled Eggs and a pint of my Peach Chutney. Sharon 
and I had a pleasant, leisurely breakfast on Sunday morning and she then 
drove me to the airport. 

In the waiting lounge next to mine at the airport, I ran into Johnny Batson, 
who was flying to Chicago and then to Charlotte. It was a lovely meeting 
His southern charm was very heartwarming. He and Sharon were like two 
birds of the same feather. She was born and raised in Georgia. Johnny 
reported that he had made about 10 phone calls to Martha Stewart's office to 
try to get to come to the Columbus show. No luck. I am very pleased that 
Martha Stewart has not publicly visited any other poultry show besides ours 
at Bloomsburg! What a coup for SRP and for Bloomsburg! The meeting 
with Johnny Batson at the airport was the perfect finale to the three-day 
show trip.

Being 
at Columbus, surrounded by so many poultry fanciers, makes one feel as 
though he were part of a main-stream experience/hobby. It's a nice feeling. 
Football fans always feel like they are part of a national group. Poultry fans 
rarely, if ever, can have that feeling. 

Philadelphia to Scranton: turbojet, flight 3562, 36-passenger plane. Much 
more leg room than on the big jets. Some turbulence as we flew over the

FORWARD MARCH! 

By S. Robert Powell 

It's hard not to experience a physical and emotional down when a 
wonderful three-day poultry show like the 1998 Ohio National is all over. 
Like the iittle kid at the circus, you want the show to go on forever. 

But it can't, of course. And when it comes to an end, you have to 
regroup. So what do you do? What's the next step? 

One thing for certain, everyone who was there was surely energized by the 
experience. And the important thing now is to do something positive, 
constructive, and useful with that energy. Don't let it just fizzle away 
to nothing. 

If you were fortunate enough to have a big show win—or even if you 
didn't—you should be all fired up with enthusiasm about your breeding 
program for the coming year. If you need to get new blood into your line 
of birds, or if you want to purchase eggs or chicks from a leading 
breeder, make the contacts now. Don't wait until next April. 

If you purchased a new variety or breed of birds at this year's show, 
make sure that you provide the necessary housing and follow appropriate 
management practices to make it possible for those birds to perform their 
best for you. 

If you had a sales area at the show and sold out very early in the show, 
then you know you have to hatch more chicks or raise more birds to be 
ready for next year's show. 

If you're interested in getting involved with a local poultry club or a 
breed club, initiate some kind of action right now. Contact the current 
officers of the dub and let them know that you want to become an active 
member. 

If you have any open time available in your schedule, become a volunteer. 
Help set up or tear down at your club's next show. Volunteer to lead a 
membership recruitment effort for a local poultry club, a breed club, or 
a national poultry organization. There are lots of people who raise 
poultry who don’t even know, for example, that your local poultry club, 
the APA, the ABA, and the IWBA exist. 

If there's no poultry club in your area, maybe you should think about 
starting one. A good way to find out who else raises and shows birds in 
your area is to contact the poultry superintendents at local fairs and 
ask them for a list of the poultry exhibitors at last year's fair. Or put 
up notices in local feed stores and make it known that you're interested 
in forming a local poultry club. 

If you want your kids to participate in next year's junior showmanship 
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competition, take the necessary steps new to get them started with birds 
and showmanship. Become an active number of your local poultry club. Or 
start a 4-H poultry club. Contact your locai poultry club's officers or 
show secretary and tell them that you want to have a junior show and/or a 
junior showmanship competition at your next show. 

If you want to set up a sales table at a poultry show, contact the 
president or show secretary of that club well in advance of the show and 
find out how you go about it. Don't just show up with your wares on the 
day of the show and expect to have a sales table waiting for you. 

If you have an interesting poultry experience to share or if you can 
provide useful information to others on some aspect of raising and 
exhibiting poultry, write an article for your local club's newsletter or 
for a national poultry publication or yearbook. Share your knowledge and 
experiences. 

If you believe you ha/e the qualifications to be a poultry judge, contact 
the APA or the ABA and find out how to become a member of the judges’ 
apprenticeship program. 

If you have good organizational and communications skills, perhaps you 
should think about being a candidate for a position as an ABA or APA 
district director? 

The sky's the limit when it comes to doing something with the enthusiasm 
and energy generated in most of us by shows like the 1998 Ohio National. 
Whatever you do, be positive, be constructive, be useful. The more you 
give of yourself, the more you will receive in return. And the greater 
your involvement with the breeding and exhibiting of poultry, the more 
you will enjoy the hobby. 

The exhibition poultry hobby is 150 years old. Let's all do our share to 
make sure that the hobby is alive and well 150 years from now.

Dear Bart and Dennis: 

Johnny Batson has been after me to join the ABA for several years. My 
primary allegiance in the realm of poultry is to standard chickens and the 
APA, so I have tried to change the subject every time he brings up my 
joining the ABA. At Columbus, again, he brought up the subject. So, mostly 
to get him off my back, I wrote to Eleanor Vinhage on November 16 lh and 
became a member of the ABA. 

I mention this ABA membership for the following reason: yesterday, eight 
days after mailing in my membership form, I received the 1998 ABA 
Yearbook; the Spring, Summer, and Fail 1998 ABA Quarterlies; the ABA 
Information Bank brochure; a welcome letter telling me what district I am in 
and who my district director is; a membership card; and a price list/order 
form for ABA publications! Very impressive! 

Having gotten used to the APA and its extremely ineffective office 
procedures, I almost couldn't believe my eyes when I received the ABA's 
response to my membership application. That kind of efficiency is not, in 
my experience, characteristic of the APA's office. With the APA, it usually 
takes about three letters and the same number of phone calls before any kind 
of response is made—and then only by third class mail, which means that 
you can add another month or two on the time for a reply from the APA. 

No wonder membership in the APA is declining and membership in the 
ABA is increasing. The APA office does virtually nothing for its 
members—except receive their membership dues. During the last couple 
years of Nona's time as Secretary, almost nothing got done. Karen quickly 
sorted through the mess and things were looking up, and then she resigned. 
(For some reason, I have never asked Karen why she resigned.) And now 
we have Lorna, who appears to be baffled by the modern world and who 
should not be the secretary of a national membership organization. 

The APA's News and Views is a real prize winner! It's remarkable in that 
there is almost never anything in it of general interest to the membership. 
Sure, it chronicles the comings and goings of a VERY small clique of in- 
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group individuals. But what about the rest of us? Are we members or aren't 
we? Most of my poultry buddies are members of the APA, but most of them 
don't give a damn about the comings and the goings of the Halbachs, the 
Thomfordes, the Pattersons, and the nest of vipers currently in charge of the 
APA. Does the APA exist to serve the membership or does it exist to serve 
its officers? 

The quarterly publication of a large national membership organization like 
the American Poultry Association COULD BE an impressive document. If 
the APA is ever again to grow (perhaps, if it is to survive) it will only 
happen when News and Views becomes a publication of general interest and 
substance. It has to remain the official mouthpiece of the organization (and 
contain minutes of meetings and lots of official stuff). But it can be a lot 
more. News and Views can become the glue that holds us together. News 
and Views can be the vehicle that will make us grow. If it were a publication 
worth receiving, lots of people would become members of the APA just to 
receive it. (I am a member of a local railroad historical society that has over 
600 members, all of whom pay $15 a year just so they can receive the 
quarterly newsletter of the society.) And what about the Secretary's monthly 
column in POULTRY PRESS? That column COULD BE an important 
vehicle "to grow" (as one now says) the organization. As it is, however, the 
Secretary's column could be dropped from POULTRY PRESS and almost 
no one would notice. 

The APA is a classic example of an organization that is run by myopic 
small-minded individuals: send out APA certificates and pins once a year to 
save money (the members need to know more than once a year that the APA 
exists); produce a shabby little quarterly rag called News and Views with 
nothing in it to interest the general membership; produce a cheaply made 
YEARBOOK that looks like it was run off on a second-hand Xerox 
machine in somebody's garage—and then mail it out six months late, via 
third-class mail; spend a small fortune on a new edition of a color standard 
of perfection in which there are hundreds of serious mistakes; and on and 
on. Give me a break! The APA should be spending money on its members 
and it should be investing in the organization's future and it should be 
preserving the organization's rich history. (I also think that the APA should 
be giving money to the National Poultry Museum. Maybe not $25,000, but 
would $ 10,000 break the APA. 1 don't think so.) 
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Don't get me wrong. As both of you understand, I'm sure, I continue to be 
VERY committed to the APA, as you are. We can not, however, allow the 
oldest livestock organization in America to wither away to nothing, to have 
the blood sucked out of its veins by a collection of leeches who are 
concerned only with their own self glorification. 

Like the citizens of France in the late eighteenth century at the time of the 
Revolution, we must take to the streets and do battle. 

Aux barricades!

Having lived through my first judging assignment, it is comforting to 
read your on-target observations about licensed poultry judges. 

The allegorical implications of "Playing by the Rules" are wonderful. 

Let's hope that any persons who have NOT played by the rules in the 
recent past (most notably some people in Texas, Wisconsin, and Minnesota) 
will think about their behavior, and the undisputed fact that (as you 
write) "if everyone played by the rules how much better this world would 
be.”

Enclosed is the 1998 Turkey Census Report that gives a detailed analysis of the information 
obtained from the survey of known turkey breeders in the United States. Information and known 
breeders are listed under each variety and a complete listing of breeders is located at the end of the 
report. 

In summary, the survey found approximately 3,000 Historical turkeys. The majority of the turkeys 
(63%) are being raised by just 7 breeders. Most of the turkeys (72%) consist of Bourbon Reds, Royal 
Palms and Bronze. If you are a breeder of one of the most numerous varieties, then we ask that 
you do not replace your Bourbon Reds, Royal Palms or Historical Bronze with another rarer 
variety. The purpose of this survey is not to reverse the current trend, but to encourage the 
breeding of all varieties. If you have room to add a new variety, then please do so, but not at the 
expense of another variety.

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Introduction: 

I would like to thank the Society for Preservation of Poultry Antiquities, especially the current president, 
Craig Russell, who provided this study with essential support and direction. Secretary-Treasurer, Glenn 
Drowns and his wife Linda need to be acknowledged, for their hard work of folding, stuffing and 
stamping hundreds of envelopes involved in accomplishing the survey. I also want to thank Mr. Barry 
Kaoffler, who was very helpful by putting the survey on the internet; the web page brought in some 
breeders we would have missed. I additionally, want to thank the American Livestock Breeds 
Conservancy, especially Carolyn Christman and Bob Hawes for their support and the information they 
supplied towards the research.

A special recognition goes to a zoo of excellence, the Columbus Zoological Park in Columbus, Ohio. 
Directed by Gerald W. Borin, this organization values the genetic diversity of many living things and thus 
provided the majority of the funding for this survey. 


Purpose: 

The purpose of the 1998 SPPA Turkey Census was to compile information so the Society for the 
Preservation of Poultry Antiquities and any other interested groups or individuals can make decisions that 
will have a conservation impact upon the vanishing flocks of Historical Farm turkeys. 


Definition of subject: 

The Historical Farm turkey is the domesticated turkey that was raised and produced by the majority of 
farms in North America, as well as in many other parts of the world, prior to 1950. These turkeys have 
desirable inherited traits associated with historical farming: They have the ability to mate naturally without 
needing artificial insemination to obtain fertile eggs; Their movements are not inhibited by excessive 
weight, therefore they can fly up to roost in trees; The hens are often broody, capable of hatching out a 
clutch of eggs without crushing them; They are also willing to defend their poults from danger to raise 
them to adulthood. Historical Farm turkeys do not require artificial conditions to reproduce and can 
produce excellent meat on good forage. This breed of turkey has many varieties, which come in an 
assortment of sizes and colors. 

The Historical Farm turkey is not the modem commercial Broad Breasted White turkey that we buy at the 
grocery stores ready to cook. The Broad Breasted turkey, including the Bronze, needs to be artificially 
inseminated to produce fertile eggs. This breed cannot brood a clutch of eggs due to their weight crushing 
the eggs and they usually cannot fly up to roost in places such as trees. They need refined feeds with 
antibiotics and intensive farming to produce the expected weight gain for market. 

The Historical Farm turkey is such a distinct turkey from the Broad Breasied turkey, that 1 take the liberty 
of declaring the varieties of the Historical Farm turkey a different breed from the Broad Breasted varieties. 
This is not the first time that the Broad Breasted turkey has been declared a different breed from the 
Historical turkey. In Turkey Management by Marsden and Martin, fifth edition 1949, on page 69, the 
author states, "This new turkey developed in the Pacific Coast States possesses a body type ... distinctly 
different from that of other strains and varietier of turkeys and by virtue of this deserves breed status." A 
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footnote to this statement points out the breed was, "Of English origin, being imported to North America 
from England in 19271 Jesse 1 hroessel, Aldergrove, British Colombia." This footnote is referring to the 
original flock that the Broad Breasted breed descended from. 

However this breed distinction has been given no attention, and all domesticated turkeys have been 
considered one breed. A breed is defined as a genetic strain or type, having recognizable and consistent 
inherited characteristics developed and maintained from other breeds by human activity. This is exactly 
what has happened between the Historical Farm turkey and the Broad Breasted turkey. The Historical 
Farm Turkey has genetic traits that fit well with sustainable, organic, genetically open and less intensive 
farming types, while the Broad Breasted turkey has traits that fit modem, genetically controlled, intensive, 
monetary-based farming. 

The Historical Farm turkey is a separate breed whose distinct qualities have caused it to fall out of favor by 
the big commercial producers. However, these distinct genetic qualities should be preserved for alternative 
types of farming and/or for genetic resources to the commercial producers for the needs of our changing 
future. 


Process of the census: 


Once support for the census was agreed upon, addresses of known Historical Farm turkey breeders were 
gathered from many sources including the following: the National Poultry Improvement Plan 1996 
Directory of Participants Handling Waterfowl, Exhibition Poultry, and Game Birds; the National Poultry 
Improvement Plan 1997 Directory of Bsrticipants Handling Egg-Type and Meat-Type Chickens and 
Turkeys; the Society for the Preservason of Poultry Antiquities Breeders Directory; the American Livestock 
Breeds Conservancy Breeders Directory; Poultry Press classified advertisements; Feather Fancier classified 
advertisements; American Poultry Association Yearbook advertisements; Countryside Magazine Breeder's 
Directory; Country Journal Magazine Classifieds; Mother Earth News Magazine Classifieds; and other 
printed sources as well as referrals from other turkey breeders. Once the addresses were gathered, they 
were typed into the computer to produce mailing labels. 

In the meantime, a survey wa c ped up, reviewed and finalized. The census included an area for the 
turkey breeder to record add ses of other turkey breeders that may have been missed in the initial 
mailing. A cover letter, the s vey with a corresponding mailing label on it, and a self-addressed, stamped 
return envelope were sent the third week of March, 1998. Approximately, 300 census forms were sent 
out in the first mailing wr additional smaller mailings going out in the next few months as new 
addresses came in on the turned census forms. As the census forms were returned, tally sheets were 
created to record the inf nation. Once the printed census forms stopped being returned, a phone survey 
was initiated to contact 5se whose phone numbers were available but who had not returned a survey. 
Also, press releases n< ying readers about the survey were sent out to 76 farm-related publications, 
resulting in only a fe nore responses. When as much information as possible could be gathered, the 
information was an zed and the final report was written up. 


Analysis: 

The informati gathered is not from a complete listing of everyone who breeds turkeys in the United 
States or Car a. It is impossible to believe that all Historical Farm turkey breeders were contacted, but 
most, if m of the larger flocks were probably found. Only a couple of breeders who were contacted 
refused operate. However, I do believe that the information gathered gives an accurate snapshot of the 
current ation with breeders who are not involved with the large commercial production of turkeys. I 
did not urvey the large breeders of Broad Breasted turkeys 
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At this point, only a few breeders in Canada have been contacted. The Canadian information is analyzed 
separately from the United States data. Further work must be done to give a more confident report of 
Canadian breeders. 

Of the 340 surveys sent out in the United States, 139 were returned with the requested information. The 
response ratio is 41%, which is a good response for a survey. The survey responses included 31% of 
breeders who no longer kept turkeys. A phone survey of those who did not respond to the written survey, 
but who had telephone numbers available, resulted with only a few more current turkey breeders being 
included in the census. 

There were 2,940 female non-broad-breasted turkeys recorded with 656 of these being listed as wild types. 
A total of 877 male non-broad-breasted turkeys were listed with 268 being wilds. This gives us a total of 
3,817 non-broad-breasted turkeys, of which 924 (24%) are wilds. For those of us who are mainly interested 
in the Historical turkeys, the survey yielded 2,893 male and female old farm turkeys. 

The average flock was made up of 41 birds with 30% being males. There were 52 breeders who kept more 
than 10 turkeys for breeding and 12 breeders who normally kept 100 or more turkeys (males and females) 
for breeding. Within the 12 breeders who kept 100 or more breeding turkeys, 3 raised only wild type 
turkeys. Approximately 10 people indicated that they usually kept more turkeys than they had at the time 
of the survey, but were at a low point and would have more breeders in the future. 

The information that resulted from the 1998 census was then compared to a 1952 survey and then to a 
conservation standard. A well published survey for the 1952 Breeding Season in the U.S. by the National 
Turkey Improvement Plan of the Dept, of Agriculture, indicates there were 760,788 Historical turkeys with 
most of this number consisting of Beltsville Small White and White Holland. The Broad Breasted was listed 
with 2,302,573 turkeys. Thus, in comparing the two surveys, it is obvious that the Historical turkey 
numbers are far below the 1952 levels. I then compared the 1998 census information with a conservation 
standard. The American Livestock Breeds Conservancy (ALBC), which is a non-profit organization 
dedicated to the conservation of American livestock breeds, has derived a standard for conservation 
priority to use with poultry. The following definitions are listed: 

"Critical" listing would be "Fewer than 1,000 breeding females in the United States, with five or fewer 
primary breeding flocks". 

"Rare" category is "Fewer than 2,000 breeding females in the United States, with seven or fewer primary 
breeding flocks." 

"Watch" level is "Fewer than 10,000 breeding females in the United States, with ten or fewer primary 
breeding flocks." 

The ALBC consider "primary breeding flocks" to consist of more than 100 females. 

I do not know under what circumstances this standard was chosen, but I will use it at this time with the 
information gathered about Historical Farm turkeys. When we measure the total females of all Historical 
Farm turkey varieties together (including crosses, but not including the wild females) against the ALBC's 
conservation standards, then they fall slightly above the cut-off for being "rare." There were 2,284 females 
with 7 printary breeding flocks. If each variety is taken separately and compared to the standard, then they 
all fall below the "critical' level. 

The most numerous variety is the Bourbon Red with 782 breeding females in 4 primary flocks. The Royal 
Palm follows, with 589 females in 2 primary flocks. Bronze turkeys had 281 breeding females with 1 
primary flock. Next come the Spanish Blacks, having 164 females and 1 primary flock. White Midgets had 
119 females and 1 primary flock, followed by Slates with 108 breeding females and the largest breeding 
flock consisting of 50 hens. All of the other 22 varieties found had less than 75 females each, some with 
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only 1 bird left. Listed in alphabetical order, the following names are the "primary" breeders having 100 or 
more hens of any variety of Historical Farm turkeys: 

1. Cackle Hatchery breeding 23% of the Historical Farm turkeys consisting of Bourbon Reds, Royal Palms, 
Blacks and Slates. 

2. Glenn Drowns breeding 5% of the Historical Farm turkeys consisting of about 18 different varieties. 

3. Inman Hatchery breeding 6% of the Historical Farm turkeys consisting of Bourbon Reds. 

4. Privett Hatchery breeding 16% of the Historical Farm turkeys consisting of Bourbon Reds and Royal 
Palms. 

5. Shanks Hatchery breeding 4% of the Historical Farm turkeys consisting of Bourbon Reds. 

6. University of Wisconsin breeding 3% of the Historical Farm turkeys consisting of White Midgets. 

7. Wish Poultry breeding 6% of the Historical Farm turkeys consisting of Wishard Bronze turkeys. 

This adds up to 63% of the Historical Farm turkeys being raised by 7 hatcheries. The other 37% are being 
raised by smaller hatcheries and backyard breeders. 

The addresses and phone numbers of these hatcheries and other breeders listed under each variety are 
available at the back of this report. Most large hatcheries advertising Bourbon Reds, Royal Palms, Blacks, 
etc., do not keep their own breeders. 


Specific Data: 

The following is a brief description and history, along with a detailed explanation of the census results of 
each turkey type listed on the survey. The percentages listed below include the wild birds, but not the 
Broad Breasted turkeys found. 


Wild Colored turkeys: 

When Europeans came to the Americas, there were 10 million wild turkeys consisting of the following 6 
types: 

Meleagris gallopavo silvestris - Eastern Wild 
Meleagris gallopavo gallopavo - Gould's Wild 
Meleagris gallopavo merriami - Merriam's Wild 
Meleagris gallopavo osceloa - Osceloas Wild 
Meleagris gallopavo intermedia - Rio Grande Wild 
Meleagris ocellata - Ocellated turkey 

It is the Meleagris gallopavo gallopavo or Gould's of Mexico that the present-day domesticated turkey is 
descended from. After hundreds of years of being hunted relentlessly, there were only 30,000 wild turkeys 
left at the turn of this century. Preservation efforts have improved the situation to 4.5 million wild turkeys 
now roaming the United States. 

Not everyone agrees about what exactly constitutes a wild turkey in captivity. Some people say a truly 
wild turkey cannot be raised in captivity, and if it is being raised successfully, then it is not tiuly wild. A 
wild turkey will throw itself up against the enclosure in a panic trying to get away from perceived danger, 
usually killing itself or remaining too frightened to breed. Some people have made notations next to their 
listing of wild turkeys on the survey form stating "truly wild", which can have a two-fold meaning. For 
some people "truly wild" means the turkeys are wild in color and behavior (wild behavior also has it own 
variables), while for others this means their turkeys are wild in physical attributes compared to other so- 
called "wilds" in captivity. Still, others have "wild turkeys" that showed up on their farm, and now live 


there year-round and seem to fit in almost domestically. Whatever the definition of wild may be, the 
breeding of wild colored turkeys is being pursued by at least 18 people or game clubs for different reasons 
and under different conditions of domestication. Different levels of domestication and crosses with wild 
turkeys have been existing for thousands of years. The present survey data seems to show that this is still 
true even though at this time in history, it is probably the lowest level for turkey breeding on individual 
farms since the founding of the United States. The total wild turkeys being raised in captivity made up 24% 
of all the non-broad-breasted turkeys listed on the survey. Persons interested in wild turkeys, might read 
some of the published books about wild turkeys and the turkey hunting magazines out on the market. The 
magazines have some good articles on the differences of the wild subspecies, turkey behavioral aspects, as 
well as talking about the hunting of turkeys (millions are spent on the sport every year) and the achieving 
of a "world slam", which is hunting and killing all 6 subspecies of turkeys in the United States and Mexico. 
One wild turkey expert writes his articles in Turkey & Turkey Hunting magazine. He is Lovett E. Williams 
at Box 870, Cedar Key, FL, 32625. He packs his articles with lots of information and facts, but he does not 
know anyone who raises wild turkeys. 


Eastern Wild (M.g. silvestris): 

The Eastern wild turkey was first given this name in 1817. It is believed to be the original Thanksgiving 
turkey, but not the original domesticated species. Easterns were and still are the most widely distributed 
subspecies. Inhabiting all the Atlantic states, westward into the Great Plains. They are found in all types of 
forests, on farms, in valleys, along river bottoms or mountain ridges, as well as tramping through coastal 
swamps. They appear to be the most common type of wild turkey being raised in captivity. The Easterns 
made up 21% of all the non-broad-breasted turkeys that were located for the census. I did not try very hard 
to find the wild turkey breeders and still found 562 hens and 242 toms of the Eastern subspecies. Some of 
these calm Eastern wild turkeys that I see at the poultry shows bear strong resemblance to the old 
descriptions of the Nittany turkey. The Eastern wild turkeys have a wide band of iridescent coppery 
bronze with a distinct black band bordering the bronze and terminating in a broad edging of dark chestnut 
or dark brownish rusty color on the tips of their tail feathers. The average Eastern wild gobbler weighs 21.2 
pounds. Easterns can be ordered from:

Gould's Wild (M.g. gallopavo): 

This is the subspecies that the domesticated turkey is descended from. When the Europeans discovered the 
turkey, it existed both in wild and domesticated forms. It is the domesticated variety that was taken back 
to Spain around 1500 A.D. to spread over Europe on farms, only to then be brought back io North America 
approximately 100 years later. It is believed that the Gould's was domesticated approximately 2,000 years 
ago by the ancestors of some of the following cultures known as: Mimbres, Anasazi, Inca and Mayan. The 
wild Gould's inhabit the high dry elevations of the Sierra Madre Mountains of northwestern Mexico. They 
are also found in small numbers in New Mexico and Arizona but are considered endangered and protected 
from hunting. Gould's have the largest skeleton of all the wild turkeys, but will not necessarily be the ones 
that weigh the most. Other subspecies will have an abundance of food that the Gould's sometimes lack in 
their region. Their most distinguishing characteristics is the white or cream coloring on the tips of their 
upper tail coverts and main tail feathers, and a body plumage with glossy greenish reflections. 


No captive birds were found by this survey. 


Merriam's Wild (M.g. merriami): 


The origins of the Merriam's turkey seems to have an unusual history. It is thought that domesticated 
turkeys, brought to the southwestern area of the United States from Mexico by the ancient Pueblo Indians, 
were either allowed to roam free, escaped confinement, were abandoned when the Indians themselves 
seem to disappear or a combination of these possibilities. Whatever did happen, this Pueblo type of culture 
seems to have died out around 1400 A.D. but Merriam's turkeys survived and reproduce to this day. 
There is an excellent article by Lovett E. Williams Jr on this subject in the 1996 Winter edition of Turkey & 
T urkey Huntine magazine. The Merriam's turkey's most distinguishing features seem to be the whitish 
tipped tail feathers, shorter legs and a gobble that resembles the domesticated turkey rather than the other 
subspecies of wild turkeys. They are no longer found in Mexico, are abundant enough to hunt in the 
southwest, and have been successfully transplanted to other states further north in the Rocky Mountains. 
In the wild they survive off of juniper berries, acorns, pinon nuts, as well as assorted plants and insects. 
The average Merriam's wild gobbler weight is 20.7 pounds. There were a total of 70 hens and 16 toms 
being bred by 2 breeders found by the survey. That is a 2.25% of the total non-broad-breasted turkeys 
found.

O sceloas Wild (M. g. osceloa): 

Named after a Seminole Chief in 1890, this subspecies is only found in Florida's peninsula. They are 
smaller, and their primary feathers have white bars that are much more narrow and that do not extend to 
the shafts of the primary feathers as in the other subspecies. Their tail feathers are very similar to the 
Eastern wild tail feathers. They live in areas that have changing water levels from swamps to dryer forests. 
The average wild gobbler weighs 18.7 pounds. The Alligator is a unique predator of the Osceloas Wild. 

No captive birds were found by this survey. 


Rio Grande Wild (M.g. intermedia): 

This turkey inhabits Oklahoma and most of Texas down into central Mexico. It was named in Texas about 
1892. The Rio turkeys' tail and tail coverts are tipped with light cinnamon-brown to a buffy white color. 
This is an intermediate color between the Eastern turkeys and the Merriam's turkeys, as their scientific 
name suggest. Most of their habitat is open flat treeless areas and they will travel long distances for food, 
water and to roost in the small mesquite trees scattered about. They seem to live off of cactus, mesquite 
beans, and other vegetation. The average wild gobbler weighs 20 pounds. Roadrunners are a predator of 
any bird small enough to catch, and they will carry off turkey poults to take home to their own brood to 
eat. There were 18 hens and 6 toms found by the survey. The Rio Grandes made up less than 1 % of the 
total non-broad-breasted turkeys found. The following people indicated they had Rio Grandes:

Ocellated Turkey (Meleagris ocellata, used to be Agriocharis ocellata): 
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Only one person pointed out, on a return survey, that the Ocellated and Osceloas turkeys were different 
species. I had put the two names together as for one species on the survey, because I have seen and heard 
people use the two names interchangeably for the Florida sub-species Osceloas. 

This is a very unusual and beautiful turkey that inhabits the Yucatan Peninsula of Mexico and the only 
turkey found south of the Sierra Madre Mountains. They are difficult to keep in captivity and none are 
known to exist in any private or zoological collections in the United States at this time. The National 
Zoological Park in Washington D.C. had Ocellated turkeys in the 1950s and a few offspring were bom. 
There have been reports of crossing them with domestic Bronze turkeys v/ith the female offspring 
weighing more closely to the males at maturity. In their native area they are hunted year round without 
any management laws to keep them from being over-hunted. So far, there is not a major threat to the 
Ocellated's tropical jungle habitat and they do feed on the Mayan farms at the edge of the forest as the 
farms creep further into the jungle. However, since there has been little success in maintaining Ocellated 
turkeys in captivity, let alone breeding them, protection of its natural habitat and hunting management 
must be done. 

Both sexes of the Ocellated turkey have bright blue, smooth, bare heads and necks with bright orange pea¬ 
sized carbuncles scattered over the head, neck and snoods. The toms have an extra erect appendage, 
similar to a small blue banana cut in half and the lower half of the banana stuck with the cut end down on 
top of a its head. The appendage leans towards the front of the head and none of the blue area changes 
color when the tom struts or fights. Neither the toms or the hens have beards, and the toms have long 
pointy spurs. The tom's tails are beautiful, each feather having alternating dark and whitish bands, similar 
to barring in a chicken feather, to the tips of the feather where a black band is divided by a bright bluish 
purple "eye"(ocellated) type area from another black band and a coppery red tip. The color rivals that of a 
peacock. The females are colored almost exactly like the males. Smaller than other turkeys, the toms can 
weigh 10 to 15 pounds. They roost in trees and nest on the ground, rarely flying. They breed in the spring 
time as turkeys in the United States d d , even though their day length does not change much throughout 
the year. There is an excellent article by Lovett E. Williams Jr. on the Ocellated turkey, with great pictures, 
in the fall, 1998 Turkey & Turkey Hun tine magazine. 

Crossed or Unknown Strain of Wild Turkey: 

There were only 59 unknown or crossed wild turkeys being kept. Some had a very interesting history such 
as the Camille Fullington flock in Oregon, which is a flock of Rio Grande x Merriam's crosses with silver 
variants that show up. She was also the only one who pointed out on the survey that the Ocellated and 
Osceola turkeys were two different species. The Long Grey Line Farm in Alabama has a flock of turkeys 
♦hat originated with Broad Breasted hens and a wild tom producing a cross that is "so much better" that 
the owner culls for the wild color and size but a "better breast." This free range flock often has some of its 
turkeys leave every year to join their "wild cousins in the woods." There were indications of how wild 
turkeys "hung around the farm," some people knowing what kind they were and others just enjoying 
them.

Nittany Turkey: 

The domesticated version of the wild turkey, the Nittany, was bred for market use by Pennsylvania 
(College) State University in the 1930s. Selections were made for developing a docile temperament, 




improving egg production and increasing the quality of a finished carcass. Proposed standard weights 
were 20 pounds for a adult tom and 12 pounds for a adult female. These weights show the smallest sex 
differences of any variety of domesticated turkey. The Nittany's covert and main tail feathers are marked 
transversely with brown and black penciling, and tipped with a solid black band, which in turn is edged 
completely with chestnut brown. It seems to have lacked the coppery bronze band in the tail that is in the 
Eastern wild. Even though no one indicated having Nittanys on the survey, I believe it is very possible that 
some of the captive wild turkeys listed under the Eastern wilds are Nittanys or Nittany crosses with wilds. 
One interesting survey came in that describes his floc k resulting from saving light-colored turkeys that are 
similar in color to Bourbon Reds, out of his original flock of commercially raised Eastern Wild turkeys. 
These birds are colored like Bourbons, but retain "all the wild traits" such as "thin necks, long legs, alert, 
intelligent and can fly." It is possible that they could be Nittany descendants? Contact the following:

S pecific Data: 

The following percentages were derived just from the Historical turkey numbers. The wild and Broad 
Breasted turkey census figures were not included unless noted. 

Bronze Colored Turkeys: 

Standard Bronze (do not need artificial insemination to obtain fertile eggs): 

The Bronze name was first used in the 1830's for birds developed in Point Judith, Rhode Island. These 
birds were developed by crossing Narragansetts with wild turkeys in the area. From this strain, the Bronze 
variety was recognized and described in the first American Standard of Perfection in 1871. That is why it is 
often called the "Standard" Bronze vs. the Broad Breasted Bronze even though the Broad Breasted turkey 
is the commercial standard of today. The Standard of Perfection by the American Poultry Association 
(APA), seems to have a standard for the Broad Breasted Bronze and the Historical turkey combined, which 
has contributed to poor judging at poultry shows. The Standard states in parentheses under the heading 
"Bronze Turkeys" "(Sometimes referred to in modem commercial terminology as Broad Breasted.)" This 
confusion is one of the reasons I have decided to call the non-broad-breasted turkeys "Historical". The 
Standard's weights for adult Bronze turkeys are 36 pounds for toms and 20 pounds for hens. Today's 
Broad Breasted toms and hens usually weigh much more. The average weight of Bronze Historical turkeys 
exhibited in mid-January at the Pennsylvania Farm show between 1932-42 were: toms 34 pounds and hens 
19 pounds Some work is needed with the Standard of Perfection in relation to Bronze colored turkeys to 
clear up the confusion between the Historical Bronze and the Broad Breasted Bronze. The colors are still the 
same, with the tail and tail covert feathers being a dull black with parallel lines of brown, with the end of 
the feather having a wide band of copperish bronze followed by a narrow black band with the feather 
ending with a wide white band at the tip. 

A total of 281 non-broad-breasted females were found, and 82 non-broad-breasted toms were found. This 
equals 13% of the total Historical turkeys reported making it the 3 rd most numerous variety o* Historical 
turkeys. If you are some one who raises Historical Bronzes, please do not stop raising them to start 
breeding another variety that is less numerous! We do not have enough breeders. More breeders are 
needed. Three named strains were found: Wishard comprised 70% of the Historical bronze; Kardosh 
yielded 7% of the bronzes; Pawlet Vermont made up 3%: and unknown strains finished out with 20% of 
the Historical bronzes listed. The following breeders may be contacted:

Broad Breasted Bronze (need artificial insemination to obtain fertile eges): 

Starting about 1939, the Broad Breasted Bronze almost completely replaced the non-broad-breasted or 
Historical Bronze. At the time, the Historical Bronze comprised at least 65% of all the turkey varieties 
raised in the U.S. However, even the turkey that comes to every-ones mind when he or she thinks of 
Thanksgiving has lost his market. The Broad Breasted White has pushed the Bronze out of consumers' 
hands. How many of us think of a white turkey for the typical Thanksgiving symbol? Except for people 
who butchers white turkeys at the holidays, most people think of the bronze-colored turkey. We associate 
with bronze, but we eat white. This is a broad-breasted variety that is dropping in numbers because the 
carcass is not as "clean" looking and thus is not as desirable to the consu mer. I did not really look for any 
broad-breasted types, but I still found 2,029 Bronze hens and 214 toms. Most «re kept by "smaller 
commercial breeders" for feed store shipments and many end up as 4-H projects. Very few backyard 
breeders are willing to do artificial insemination. If some of the smaller commercial breeders do not 
continue to keep the Broad Breasted Bronze, they just may disappear as a broad breasted variety 
altogether. 


White Colored Turkeys (only the Broad Breasted White needs artificial insemination for fertile eggs): 
Beltsville Small White: 


The U. S. Department of Agriculture started in 1934 with the following combination of turkey varieties to 
produce the Beltsville: Standard Bronze (2 strains); Broad Breasted Bronze (1 strain); Charlevoix (Canadian 
small-type) Bronze (1 strain); White Holland (4 strains); Black (1 strain); Narragansett (1 strain); wild (4 
strains); rmd White Austrian (1 strain) a small-type turkey imported from Scotland specifically for this 
project. Seven years later the Beltsville White was introduced in 1941 and it was admitted to the APA 
Standard in 1951. Adults weighed 23 pounds for toms and 13pounds fo T hens. They were developed to 
produce a smaller wide breasted turkey, but the Broad Breasted varieties took that niche when they could 
be slaughtered at an earlier age. A variety census of breeding hens and toms for the 1952 season in the U.S. 
listed a total of 588,225 Beltsville Small White turkeys. They were only second to the Broad Breasted Bronze 
with 2,302,573 birds. No Broad Breasted Whites were listed (even though they were becoming very 
popular at the time), but they did list 109,862 White Hollands. According to vnese records, the Beltsville 
was the most numerous white turkey at the time. Today, no true Beltsville Small White turkeys have been 
located. All of the turkeys listed as Beltsville Whites can be traced back to the University of Wisconsin 
which have White Midgets. There may be a flock of Beltsvilles in Canada. 


Mini Whites: 


This very small turkey was originally bred by breeding the smallest Black, Bourbon Red and Bronze 
turkeys together. They weighed appro:.*mately 9 pounds for toms and 6 pounds for hens. The last known 
flock went to auction in Texas about 6 years ago. None are known to exist. 
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I could not find any real specific historical information about the White Holland, other than it was 
admitted into the APA Standard in 1878. Some say it originally came from Europe, while others say that 
the European white strains had very little to do with the white sports that originated in the bronze flocks in 
the U.S. went on to be called. White Hollands. It is the White Holland that was bred to the Broad Rreasted 
Bronze to create the Broad Breasted White turkey. The same problem exists with the White Holland as 
with the "Standard" Bronze. The APA Standard states under the heading of "White Holland Turkeys" 
"(May be referred to in commercial terminology as Broad Whites or Large Whites)." Broad Whites are 
other wise known as Broad Breasted Whites weighing 23 pounds and up for old hens, and 50 pounds on 
up for old toms. The Historical Hollands weigh about 18 pounds for hens and 33 pounds for toms. The 
Standard calls for 20 pounds for old hens and 36 pounds for old toms. Some work needs to be done to 
determine if the Standard is for White Hollands or for Broad Breasted Whites. As for the present numbers 
of White Holland, a total of 22 hens and 16 toms were found. This amounted to 1 % of all of the non-broad- 
breasted turkeys reported. Only 5 breeders are listed having 4 or more turkeys. The largest flock has 10 
hens. More breeders are needed to keep this truly historical variety from going extinct. Please contact the 
following breeders:

White Mideet: 

The White Midget was developed by Smyth at Massachusetts in the 1950s for the smaller turkey market. 
An adult tom weighs 18-20 pounds and hens about 10-12 pounds Very similar to and often called Beltsville 
Whites (so they can be shown in poultry shows), they are a little smaller and not as broad-breasted as the 
Beltsville was. The White Midget has survived to this day due to the University of Wisconsin continuing 
their turkey program. The University usually keeps 100 hens, but this year it only has 80 hens. Dr. Bemie 
Wentworth, who runs the breeding program, will retire in the next few years. When this happens, the 
university will probably liquidate the only known flock of turkeys still left for teaching purposes, and the 
largest flock of White Midgets in the U.S. This very action by universities across the nation in the last 20 
years (especially the last 10 years) has devastated the Historical turkey numbers. There were many types of 
small turkeys developed for a wide breast by the year 1950, even including small Narragansetts. However, 
other than the Royal Palm and some of the wilds which were not necessarily bred for meat, this is really 
the only small market type variety left fo r conservation. A total of 119 hens (100 at U. of Wisconsin was 
used in the census) and 42 toms were found, which is 6% of the total, or the 5 lh most numerous variety of 
the Historical turkeys. If you raise White Midgets, please do not stop breeding them to raise another 
variety.

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Broad Breasted White (needs artificial insemination for fertile eggs): 

This is what you buy in the grocery store ready to cook or already prepared for you in over 20 different 
items such as turkey salami or tur ey hot-dogs, etc. This variety started to take over the market in the 
1950s and has been the major market turkey and number 1 consumers-choice for the last forty years. This 
breed has many strains or lines, some for egg laying, but most are different strains which are bred for 
uniform hybrids. The breeding hens weigh between 23 - 28 pounds and up, depending or. the strain. The 
breeding toms weigh 50 pounds and up. The heaviest turkey weighed 86 pounds and was produced by a 
grower in England. 1 did not try to find any of the Broad Breasted Whites, but 3,000 hens still showed up 
along with 405 toms. These numbers are just the “smaller" breeders. About 300 million were slaughtered in 
the U.S. last year. 

Assorted Colored Turkeys (do not need artificial insemination for fertile eggs): 

Auburn or Light Brown: 

This is an old variety that was listed in receipts when transporting turkeys to markets in “turkey trots" 
during the late 1700s and early 1800i in Philadelphia. They are sex linked and thus were important at the 
beginning of this century for producing poults that could be sexed at hatching. However, this did not 
become a serious market requirement and th»=y never became very popular. A variant of the Bronze 
coloring, this variety shows a similarity in pattern but the black is replaced by reddish brown and bronze 
by light tan. Weights are the same for Historical Brc a . Only 17 hens (more recent counts have dropped 
this to 12 hens) and 10 toms which is less than 1% of ti.e total Historical turkeys found. The largest flock 
had six hens and 4 toms, that has since dropped More Breeders are needed. Please contact the following 
breeders:

Silver Auburn: 

This turkey looks just like the Auburn only a lighter or “Bleached out" version. Just 11 nens and 8 toms 
were found; thus they make up less than 1% of the total Historical turkey population.

Black (Spanish or Norfolk): 

The Black is a very old variety, possibly the first va.iety to be developed. Probably some of the original 
turkeys taken to Europe were black. The Black turkey was very popular all across Europe, but especially in 
Spain and Norfolk County, England. I have been told that there can be two varieties of Black turkeys called 
the Spanish and the Norfolk. The adult Norfolk turkeys (in the U.S.) can have some white tipped feathers 
with pink toes and shanks. The British Poultry Standard of 1951-1971 calls for the Norfolk Black to have 
black shanks and toes with no white in the feathers. The adult Spanish Blacks are completely black with 
solid black feather, shanks and toes. I have kept two lines over the years and both adult strains had black 
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shanks and toes, but one line had white in the featheis and the other had no white at all. The Black turkey 
was admitted to the APA Standard in 1874, and it is interesting to note, that the current APA Standard 
calls for the shanks of adult Black turkeys to be pink with no white in the feathers. Please contact me if 
your raise Blacks with pink shanks. Standard weights are 33 pounds for toms and 18 for hens. 

The census resulted with 164 females and 47 males listed by 15 breeders. The Blacks made up 7% of the 
Historical Farm turkeys found by the survey. Only one hatchery had over 100 females with 105 hens and 
15 toms. The next largest flock has 8 females. The Blacks number 4 lh in rank of the varieties with the most 
individual turkeys. If you raise Blacks, please do not drop them to raise another variety! We do not have 
enough breeders.

Bourbon Red: 

This popular turkey is believed to have been developed from the Tuscarora Red turkey. The Tuscarora, or 
Tuscawara, was developed in Pennsylvania by selecting Buffs for darker color. The Tuscarora Reds were 
taken to Kentucky where their development was continued until the deep reddish-brown color of the 
Bourbon Red was finalized. At one time, they were called Bourbon Butternuts and/or Kentucky Reds, but 
the name or the variety did not become popular until around the turn of the century when they were 
promoted as the turkey from Bourbon County, Kentucky. The Bourbon Red was excepted into the APA 
Standard in 1'409, and Mr. Barbee of Bourbon County, Kentucky had been given credit for its origin. Their 
weights are 33 pounds for toms and 18 for hens. It has been a popular breed for many years, and today it 
remains the most numerous of the Historical turkeys. The Bourbon makes up 33% of the Historical Farm 
turkeys. The survey had 782 females and 149 males recorded. There were 4 breeders with more than 100 
females. Two of these breeders had 200 females each. This is encouraging, but they still fall below the 
critical list as put out by the ALBC. If you are a breeder of Bourbon Reds, please do not get rid of your 
Bourbons to breed a rarer variety. If you can add a new variety that is great! However, this study is not 
meant to reverse the current trend in Historical turkey breeding. Contact the following for Bourbon 
Reds:

Buff: 

This is an old variety that seems to be known more by its connection with the history of the Bourbon Red. 
The Buff originated before the Bourbon Red and was accepted into the APA Standard in the 1880s. It was 
popular in the 1880s because die light colored feathers left a "cleaner" carcass. The Buff is suppose to have 
an even buff coloring ail over except for white wings and a white tail with a buff band across the tail 
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feathers. Due to the difficulty of obtaining an even buff color and the new popularity of the Bourbon Red, it 
was dropped from the Standard in 1915. It regained popularity in the 1940s and 50s, when it was being 
bred at the New Jersey Station to improve its reprod active and market qualities for a medium-small size 
turkey. Thus, the name. New Jersey Buff. According to records of the National Poultry Improvement plans 
of 1951-52, the Jersey Buff was the 4“> numerous Historical turkey at the time with 25,031 being raised 
across the country, but mostly in California and New Jersey. Adult toms weigh about 25 pounds and hens 
are 14 pounds The survey turned up 45 hens and 17 toms which is 2% of the known Historical turkeys.

Chocolate: 

The name describes the color of its feathers, shanks and feet. I can't find much about this variety except 
that it use to be common in the south and in France. This turkey was well established in the southern part 
of the U.S. before the Civil War. The Civil War caused a great decline in turkey breeding through out the 
southeastern states and the Chocolate turkey nevei recovered to pre-war popularity. Being the same size 
as the Black turkeys, they are very rare with only 8 hens and 3 toms. This is less than 1% of the Historical 
turkeys.

Crimson Dawn: 


This is a bronze colored turkey, but it has solid black wings with a pinkish cast to their feathers. This 
variety had disappeared until they started to show up in Bob Reese s flock of Kardosh Bronzes within the 
last two years. This is a sign that the Kardosh line is a true old type of Historical turkey. At the peak of the 
Historical farm turkey era, the flocks were diversified with variables showing up within the many 
attributes of turkey anatomy and reproduction, such as leg length, feather or skin color, egg laying quality, 
disease resistance, etc. The Crimson Dawn was known for its exceptionally long and broad breast (not as 
large as the Broad Breasted, but still able to mate naturally) as well as very broad feathers. I did not ask 
Bob how many Crimson Dawns he has, but he did say he should have poults for sale next year.

Lavender: 

This beautiful pale blue colored turkey will breed true. The Lavender color can be produced from Blue 
colored flocks. Only one male was found. More breeders are needed.

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Lilacs are silvery blue with red flecking, wings are white and the tail has a wide band of red. This is an old 
variety that actually produces four color types. When breeding Lilac to Lilac, only 1/4 of the offspring will 
be Lilac. Another 1/4 will be fawn (tan colored), which will breed true. Another 1/4 will be red slate (slate 
with reddish tint and red tail), which will breed true. The last 1/4 will be a light bronze color. Just 13 hens 
and 11 toms were listed which makes up less than 1% of the Historical turkey population reported. The 
largest flock has 5 hens.

Narraeansett: 

Early in the 19 th century European strains (probably blacks) were crossed with the local wild turkeys in the 
region of Narragansett,, Rhode Island. This local variety was the forerunner of the Narragansett and the 
Bronze types. The Narragansett color factor was refined and preserved, but the name was not used to 
distinguish the color pattern and type until after the Bronze was named in 1830s. One of the first varieties 
developed in the U.S., it has been very popular. Abraham Lincoln was sent 2 Narragansetts by the citizens 
of Rhode Island, who claimed the turkey was the best in the world. It was admitted to the APA Standard 
in 1874. In the 1930s, the Narragansett was the 3rd most popular variety behind the Historical Bronze with 
the White Hollands being 2nd. By 1952, they had dropped to only 2,576 being raised, (with most in 
Minnesota) and were far out-numbered by the Broad Breasted Bronze, Beltsville Small White, White 
Holland, Jersey Buff, Nebraskan and the Historical Bronze in that order. Today, a total of 60 hens and 27 
toms were found amongst 12 breeders. This is 3% of the total Historical turkey population found by the 
survey. The largest flock has 20 hens. They were well known for their excellent quality of meat, good egg 
production, broodiness and a calm disposition. Ncirragansetts are similar to Bronze, but the bronze color is 
replaced with a steel gray color and the brown in the tail is a tan color. A variant of this variety was called 
Silver Narragansett, in which pure white replaced the steel gray and tan colors. A breeder in Canada listed

Nebraskan: 


The Nebraskan is made up of different types; The Royal Nebraska, Spotted Nebraska and the Nebraska 
Royal. These are old varieties that would show up in flocks from time to time. One documented case was 
in 1947, when "a pied colored mutation" appeared in a closed flock of Broad Breasted Bronze. Starting with 
thirteen poults, R.H. Jandebeur of North Platte, Nebraska formed the basis or a true-breeding variety 
named the Nabraskan. It became popular because the white shafted feathers with black surface specking 
left a "clean" looking carcass. In the 1952 census there were 16,951 Nebraskans, (but it does not indicate if 


they were Broad Breasted). Therefore, ever since their surge in popularity in the 50's the o*d spotted or 
"pied colored mutations" have been known as Nebraskans. The Royal Nebraskan is an uneven blending of 
gray and black, also known as grizzled. The Spotted Nebraskan is white with buff spotting, or other 
coloring, such as the Blue Spotted Nebraskan. Finally, the Nebraska Royal is white with black spotting. 
This spotting or grizzling is not necessarily uniform over the entire body, with concentrations normally 
occurring on the back, and usually no spotting on the wings and tail. A total of 10 hens (3 are blue) and 4 
toms were listed by two breeders. They make up less than 1% of the Historical Farm turkeys. More 
breeders are needed.

These are solid red colored turkeys with no white anywhere on their bodies. Varieties like this were 
mentioned at times in historical writings. A single pair were found. More breeders are needed. Please 
contact the following breeder:

Royal Palm: 

The Royal Palm (called Pied in England) was developed in the U.S. from a single male sport by Enoch 
Carson of Lake Worth, Florida in the 1920s. He had a mixed flock of turkeys comprised of Bronzes, Blacks, 
Narragansetts and Wilds. The male sport was mated to off-colored and unrelated Bronze hens. This 
produced Royal Palm females and off-colored males indicating sex-linkage with the Palm gene. The 
females were mated back to their father, the Royal Palm sport, and they have since bred true. This variety 
had shown up in Europe and was shown at the Sixth World Poultry Congress in 1936. The color is white 
with a narrow black tip on each feather. The black tip increases in size over the back of the turkey, giving 
the back the appearance of being solid black. The tail is white with a wide band of black towards the top of 
the tail feathers. They are considered by some to be the most beautiful of all the turkeys and are the 2nd 
most numerous of the Historical turkeys at this time. This turkey was ranked high for market value 
because of the white feather shaft leaving a "clean" carcass and its relative small size that the market was 
using at the time. However, about the time the Royal Palm made it on the scene, the use of slaughtering 
the younger Broad Breasted Whites for smaller turkeys was creeping into the small turkey market. 
Therefore, the Royal Palm was used commercially in localized areas for only a brief time. The Royal Palm 
is actually a pattern that can come in other colors such as Blue Palms and Red Palms. There were some 
Blue Palms recorded on the census. A total of 717 Royal Palms were listed by 33 breeders. The sexes 
numbered out at 589 females and 128 toms. This makes up 26% (including the Blue Palms) of the Historical 
Farm turkey listed on the survey. If you raise Royal Palms, please do not stop breeding them to start 
breeding another less numerous variety. The purpose of this survey is not to reverse the present 
Historical turkey breeding trend. It would not hurt to have more breeders. Please contact the following 
breeders:

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Slate or Blue Slate: 

This variety is very interesting, and I will attempt to explain what can happen in breeding this color. First, 

I will try to define each color that occurs. A Slate is also called Splash and is slate or ashy blue with specks 
of black scattered over the feathers. The Blue is more of a solid, dull, grayish-blue with the hens a lighter 
bluish gray. The Black is just that, black. When breeding Blue to Blue, the results are turkeys of three 
different colors: Slate, Blue, and Black. When breeding Slate to Slate, the results are just Slates and Slates 
will breed true. When breeding the Blue to Black, both Blues and Blacks result with no Slates. When 
breeding the Black to Black, just Blacks result which breed true. This variety was not used on a large 
corporate basis, but was one of the colors that was used by farmers to distinguish a flock of turkeys from a 
neighbor's flock and, thus, did have a market value when more turkeys were being raised on individual 
farms than on large corporate farms. The survey found 108 females and 35 toms, amongst twelve breeders, 
which is 5% of the Historical turkeys. The largest flock has 50 hens. More breeders are needed. You can 
contact:

Other Colored Varieties: 


The following is a list of varieties that have just a brief explanation, but still should be bred and need more 
breeders: 

Chestnut: Just 1 tom was found and owned by Mitzi Blankenship. 

Dark Brown: This turkey has a plumage pattern like the Bronze, but the black is replaced with dark 
brown. Just 2 hens were found. One was owned by Craig Russell and the other one ’-’as owned by Jerry 
Sturgeon. 

Fawn: Remember that Fawn is produced by Lilacs and will breed true. Only one was found and it is 
owned by Merle Daniels. 

Nutmee: A pair was found. They are owned by Tom Horan. 

Oregon Gray: One pair was found. They are owned by Glenn Drowns 

Wisconsin: A variety obtained in Wisconsin with 4 hens and 2 toms being listed. They are owned by 
Glenn Drowns. 
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Crosses: There were 48 hens and 21 toms that were crosses; this is about 2% of the non-broad-breasted 
turkeys. Most of the crosses were Wilds crossed with Wilds. But, there were Wilds x Royal Palms, Wilds x 
Bronzes, Bourbon Reds x Royal Palms (which will eventually produce Red Palms), and Slate x Bourbon 
Red. The majority of these crosses were accidents, but then the breeder went ahead and worked with the 
line to achieve a goal. Turkey genetics is very interesting and I'm sure that there are colors, sizes, patterns, 
etc. that have not been discovered yet. 

Results from Canada: 

A total of 6 Canadian breeders were sent a survey and 4 returned the form with the requested 
information. Of the 4 returned surveys, 3 were breeders of Historical Farm turkeys. A total of 56 hens, 33 
toms and 11 poults were reported, which is a total of 100 Historical turkeys found so far in Canada. Much 
more work and research is needed to find more breeders. The varieties found were; Bourbon Reds (3 
breeders with a total of 36 birds). Blacks (1 breeder with 16 birds), Silver Narragansett (1 breeder with 15 
birds). Royal Palm (2 breeders with a total of 24 birds), and Slates(l breeder with 9 birds). The 4 th breeder 
raised only Broad Breasted Bronze (750 hens and 120 toms). A shipment of Chocolate turkey poults were 
sent to Canada this past summer, in hopes of starting a flock. Please notify me or the SPPA secretary of 
any Canadian breeders missed by the census.

Conclusion: 

In summing up this survey, it is apparent that the numbers of Historical turkeys have dropped drastically 
since the 1950s. Three varieties constitute over 72% of the Historical turkeys. They are the Bourbon Red at 
33%, the Royal Palm at 26% and the Historical Bronze at 13%. The foundation of breeders is extremly 
narrow with 63% of the turkeys being bred by only 7 breeders in the U.S. Unfortunately, this compares to 
the U.S. breeding efforts of the largest land animal on earth. The breeding foundation for elephants in the 
U. S. has a little over 50% of the breeding cows in 4 zoos. I can understand a narrow breeding foundation 
happening with a non-native large mammal like elephants, but other than neglect and ignorance, there is 
no real excuse for this happening with a heritage treasure as the Historical turkey. The survey found 2,893 
Historical turkeys (not including the wilds). Even if twice as many Historical turkey are in the U.S. than 
were found by the census, that is still a very low number for genetic reasons. Considering what a large 
country we live in and how one poultry show can have more entries than the entire population of 
Historical turkeys, we should be able to reverse this downward trend or at least stop the continued loss. 
Not only are the numbers low, but the trend over the last 40 years has been a steady decline, with the trend 
of decline escalating almost every year. In other words, as this survey took place, the known numbers 
changed, but more turkeys were eliminated as breeders than were raised for breeders, and more breeders 
were dropped this year than last year. One of the primary breeders listed, had 400 Bourbon Reds hens 2 
years ago instead of the 200 hens they reported this year. Historical turkeys are shrinking in numbers 
every year. The last strongholds were with the universities, who kept Historical and Broad Breasted 
turkeys for teaching purposes. However, this foundation has crumbled and has virtually disappeared in 
the last 10 years. Only 1 university is left and it has just 1 Historical variety. In the past, universities would 
keep up to as many as 10 to 20 different varieties and strains. Some of the last known flocks have literally 
disappeared overnight when they were sent to auctions, never to be found again. It is now up to the 
backyard breeder on individual farms, where this all started in the first place, to keep the genetic diversity 
of the Historical Farm turkeys from becoming so narrow that we lose certain traits. Actually, the quality of 
some of the flocks are now showing signs of being inbred. This happens when crooked toes, weak legs, 


poor fertility, etc. start showing up on a regular basis. Over the last few years, I have ordered poults from 
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as many breeders as I possibly could and some of these traits are becoming too frequent in the orders. A 
species can only take so much inbreeding. Turkeys can take a lot compared to other species, but even their 
numbers are getting too low for even average quality, let alone the high quality that was common in the 
height of their era. 

If you raise Historical turkeys, you can not take them for granted and dispose of them, assuming you will 
be able to replace them at a latter date from another breeder. I know of a large hatchery that was almost 
liquidated over .1 divorce. Just because a breeder is in business one year does not mean they will be the 
next spring. 

Projects: 

The following are proposed projects to help reverse the downward trend of breeding Historical Farm 
turkeys: 


A. An ongoing project of monitoring the status of the Historical Farm turkey. 

This effort will involve a follow up survey every year to inform the members of the SPPA with facts of any 
changes occurring with the 7 primary hatcheries as well as other significant breeders. Accurate information 
is needed to best assess the turkey situation, and the breeders themselves are where the answers are. If you 
have any corrections, information to add, or just a name of a breeder, please let me or the SPPA officers 
know. 


B. Notifying the SPPA if a decision is made to liquidate a turkey variety within one's possession. 

Please notify the SPPA secretary so the flock dispersal information can get out to the members. It takes 
more time to get adult turkeys into other breeders possession, but at least the variety will not disappear at 
an auction overnight, never to be seen again. 


C. Increase the number of serious breeders, and encourage the serious breeders to produce documented 
studies on the present flocks of Historical turkeys. 

The over all quality of the Historical turkey is dropping, very few serious and knowledgeable breeders are 
left. If this project, to keep the Historical breed of turkey alive in the U.S., is to become long term and 
possibly sustainable, then we need more knowledgeable Historical turkey breeders. A breed club and 
possibly breed registration could encourage and promote a higher standard of breeding involving the 
Historical turkey. 

Documentation concerning the Historical turkey's current qualities must be produced to enable breeders to 
keep or restore the specific attributes that distinguish the Historical Farm turkey as a separate breed. Facts 
concerning production and characteristics unique to the Historical turkey must be available, and up to 
date, to promote this breed for the growing organic and sustainable market in the U.S. The universities are 
no longer available to produce this information. Therefore, we must produce documentation involving 
aspects such as; performance and growth rates under var ed pasture situations, disease resistance, egg 
production, and many other aspects to be reported. A committee within the breed club could direct and 
support these studies. 
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D. Promote the exhibition use of the Historical turkey. 


To exhibit and compete in poultry shows is a reason for some people to breed and raise turkeys. Some 
people believe that the exhibition of poultry, as with any livestock, is a detriment to the breed. Which ever 
belief about exhibition is chosen, the fact remains that Historical turkeys need all the breeders they can get. 
The exhibition of Historical turkeys has declined as their numbers in general have declined. In relation to 
this decline, apathy towards the distinct breed qualities has resulted in neglect of a worthy standard and a 
blurring of the two turkey breeds has happened. Therefore, a project to revise and clarify the turkey section 
of the American Poultry Association's Standard of Perfection is needed to decrease the frustration that can 
come by exhibiting Historical turkeys under the present turkey Standard. When an individual goes to the 
trouble of raising and transporting a bird as large as a turkey to a show and to then have it judged poorly 
because, as one judge put it, "turkeys are only good for being broad-breasted," it makes one wonder about 
the whole idea of exhibition and competition with poultry. Chickens are judged for type and variety, not 
just how much meat they have on their frame, but Historical turkeys are too frequently judged in 
comparison only to the broad-breastedness of the Broad Breasted turkeys. The broad-breasted turkeys 
have become the market standard. A;*e the broad-breasted turkeys the APA Standard as well? This is like 
judging Plymouth Rock chickens under the Broiler market standard. When it comes to Historical turkeys, 
the American Poultry Association is allo wing a significant amount of judges who are incompetent with 
turkeys, to discourage the exhibition and showing of Historical turkeys because the Standard for turkeys 
can be vague, confusing and misleading. Education in relation to the breed differences of turkeys is needed 
for the APA Committee on Standards as well as the Judges Licensing Committee to encourage the 
exhibition of Historical turkeys. 


E. Historical Turkey Conservation Center 

A center dedicated to breeding, studying, educating about, and displaying the different varieties of turkeys 
for conservation purposes is needed. Therefore, an individual or organizational effort to obtain funding 
and land through grants, donations and fun i raising would have to be initiated to start such a long-term 
project.

no big winners, although one of my Partridge Rock pullets was BV and there were 
about 15 birds in the class; sold 9 Partridge Rock culls to Fred Brusco for $50; 
also six young Guinea Fowl for $28; stayed at The Village Inn at Flemington for 
$42 a night. 

Enjoyable show. Arrived there in good order on Saturday morning. Got my six show 
birds into their cages and then relaxed. Spent lots of time visiting with Jerry Sliker and 
Fred Brusco, the two other standard Partridge Rock breeders in this neck of the woods. 
There were aboutl5 standard PPR in the show and I had BV on a pullet. Fred was happy 
to buy the 9 birds that I took to sell ($50). Ran into Larry Wolbert, who said that he could 
take my birds to Columbus and bring them back! I believe that I will take him up on the 
offer, even though it will probably mean that I will have to drive to East Stroudsburg on 
November 11 * with my birds. At one point, I walked into the show hall and Ben 
Bensinger and two other Old English Game bantam breeders were seated in the Old 
English Game aisle. Ben was upset with the way the OEG had been judged. He said: 

"Bob, you're a judge. Take a walk down and look over the games and tell me which bird 
you think should have been Best of Breed." Talk about being thrown into the spotlight! I 
looked over the birds and spotted a Black cockerel that look beautiful. I continued to look 
over the class, even though I knew I wouldn't find anything better. I walked back and 
said: "Well, I see a Black cockerel that looks pretty good to me." Ben asked me to show 
him which one I had selected. To my great pleasure, it was the very bird that Ben thought 
should have won! What a wonderful coup for SRP! On a couple of other occasions during 
the weekend, I asked big-name breeders of specific varieties of birds (Rosecomb 
bantams, Salmon Faverolles, for example) to show me what to look for when 1 judge such 
birds. Naturally, they were delighted to show me. Good feelings were created in every 
instance. Richard Hickman and Tom Keman and others have been joking around with 
me, saying that they have a noose all ready to hang me at Frederick if I don't pick the 
right birds! It's a mild form of intimidation—they're trying to tell me that I will have to 
select one of Richard Hickman's White Rocks (which have poor type, but which are 
beautifully conditioned) as Class Champion, also one of Tom Keman's Black Sumatras as 
Champion AOSB and Champion AOCCL. Well, they are not going to intimidate me. My 
plan at present is to try very hard NOT to select one of Hickman's poor-type White Rocks 
as Champion American. It occurs to me that Norman Ennis will probably show Partridge 
Rocks and Frank Harris will probably show Rhode Island Reds. If they do, it will be very 
easy for me to find a bird, other than a White Rock, as Champion American. It is most 
amazing how people have been lobbying me, so to speak, on behalf of their birds. Ben 
Maurer has shown me his standard Blue Sumatras at the last couple of shows that I have 
been at; Jerry Sliker has told me that he will be at Frederick (in other words, be on the 
lookout for his Partridge Rocks when I am judging). I am always going to give it my best 
to select the best bird in every instance as I judge, whether it be for BV when there are 2 


or 200 birds in the class or whether it be for Grand Champion of the Show. Politics and 
friendship are going to have nothing to do with it. 

To my great pleasure, Danny Tindall said that he was going to bring up my name as a 
judge for the standard chickens at next year's Garden State show. That would be grand. I 
am feeling fairly confident about my ability to judge a poultry show and am looking 
forward to the Frederick experience. I may take Mom with me. There’s not really any 
reason why she can't go along. She would enjoy the weekend outing.

JUDGES \

What is a licensed Poultry 
Judge? I think it has been best 
described as this, “Poultry 
Judges provide an important 
SERVICE to purebred poultry.” 
The person judging poultry 
does not make huge amounts 
of money judging poultry, 
usually they are very fortunate 
to break even, often the judge 
will actually lose, money going 
to a poultry show to judge 
poultry. They never make a 
wage to be proud of. If you 
broke down the hourly wage of 
a poultry judge it would be 
cents on the hour. So money 
is not a factor in judging 
poultry. 

Judges usually disrupt 
their family life, especially if 
they have small children. 
Being gone on weekends does 
not make for happy families. 

Judging poultry makes for 
a long weekend. Anybody that 
thinks traveling is easy has not 
traveled much. Then after you 
get to your destination you 
judge poultry at least one 


whole day. Some birds are 
clean and ready to be 
exhibited and some are not 
(we will just leave it at that). 

Judging is not an ego 
builder. Usually the only 
person that thinks you have 
done a wonderful job judging 
is the person that won, 
everyone else thinks you have 
missed the boat. 

So why do people judge 
poultry? Usually because they 
LOVE poultry. They go to 
shows to judge poultry 
because they feel it is the 
ultimate service they can 
provide their hobby. 

It takes guts, or no brains, 
to head off to some far off 
place, where you may not 
know a soul, to subject 
yourself to reducible. Plus, you 
are doing it to meet expenses, 
at best. Try to put judging in 
perspective and one realizes 
what that person may have 
giving up to judge at your 
show. 

I realize people often 


accuse judges of being 
political etc., and sometimes 
that is probably true. There is 
no need to think that it would 
not be true. Wherever there is 
money and competition there 
will be that possibility of 
wrongdoing. That is why the 
APA and ABA have a 
protesting system. If the 
licensed judge has done 
something wrong there is a 
procedure to follow. 
Remember, with unlicensed 
judges the problem is show 
management's, not the APA or 
ABA. The APA and ABA have 
no method of controlling 
unlicensed judges. This is not 
to say unlicensed judges will 
not do a good job, but there is 
no written procedure to handle 
a problem. 

So what is a licensed 
poultry judge? It is a person 
who has a love for poultry. 
Who has dedicated 
themselves to learning as 
much as possible about 
poultry as they can? They have 
dedicated themselves to giving 
a lot of time to go through the 
licensing procedure, not only 
to learn about poultry but also 
to learn about the judging 
process. They are willing to 
make sacrifices to judge 
poultry. When one attends a 
poultry show to exhibit poultry, 
one goes with the intent of 
winning. When one attends a 
poultry show to judge, that 
aspect of it is no longer there. 
You do not attend a poultry 
show to compete; you attend a 
poultry show to provide a 
service that one can be proud 
of. At the end of the day, after 
the birds have been all judged 
there is a satisfaction in 
knowing you knew and applied 
the Standard of Perfection. 

If one looks at that judge as 
a person who has provided an 
important service, and if that 
judge has done their best to 
provide a quality and fair 
service, then one's outlook on 
a judge should be viewed 
differently. Most judges should 
be viewed as people willing to 
piovide an important service 
for very little monetary reward. 
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All a person can really 
expect out of life is a “fair 
shake." Just think, if everyone 
played by the rules how much 
better this world would be. The 
trouble is that each of us 
would like the advantage. 

Let's apply this to the 
hobby of showing poultry. If 
each and every one of us 
would play by the rules 
wouldn't this be more fun? 
First, we receive a show 
catalog In the mail, and then 
we need to read it. Usually all 
pertinent information is listed 
in the show book. We all can 
read when the due date is for 
the entry, yet many of us have 
sent it in late, or very near late, 
entries. 

When preparing our birds 
for the show let’s get them 
dressed up to their best ability, 
WITHOUT stepping over the 
line of faking. We have always 
said there is a very fine line 
between showmanship and 
cheating. If there is a question 
whether something is crossing 
the line then simply dont do it. 
Do NOT subject yourself to 
that accusation. 

When we get to the show 
be content with who is going 


to judge your birds. You can 
read who the judges will be at 
that show. If one of them is not 
to your liking simply do not 
send in an entry. If there are 
two judges listed to judge at a 
show, and you do not care for 
one of them, you know you 
have a 50/50 chance of having 
that judge place the ribbons 
on your bird. 

Read what is listed for the 
receiving and release time for 
the birds. They are listed in the 
book, read it and remember 
them. Many times as soon as 
the judging is completed 
exhibitors will start asking 
when the birds will be 
released. Please remember 
the people sponsoring the 
show usually like to get the 
birds released as soon as 
possible. They have a lot of 
tearing down to do and they 
usually want to get things 
going as well. Read the 
catalog, know and play by the 
rules. 

Show officials need to 
know the rules as well. If a 
club is sponsoring a show that 
Is an APA/ABA show they 
need to secure the correct 
judges. There are all sorts of 
APA judges, general, 
waterfowl, bantams and 
standards and some class 
judges. Hire what is needed. 
The ABA is the same way; they 
have different type judges. The 
correct ones need to be 
secured. 

Judges need to judge what 
they are licensed to judge. 
Judges like to judge but we 
are not doing anyone any 
service by judging things we 
do not feel comfortable 
judging. Show officials must 
realize this as well. 

Show officials must send in 
the APA/ABA results to the 
secretaries in a timely fashion. 
These reports must be filed 
out accurately and completely. 

Sometimes playing by the 
rules can be difficult. If you are 
trying to breed a bird to the 


Standard and some fad is 
coming through it can be 
difficult to continue on with 
your set path. Usually the 
breeders that consistently win 
over the years will continue to 
play by the rules and breed 
their birds to conform to the 
Standard of Perfection. 

Everything simply boils 
down to playing by the rules. I 
do not care if you are thinking 
about clipping off a side sprig 
or are thinking about stealing 
someone else's birds; it is 
simply a matter of playing by 
the rules.

There are many 
things in the A B A. Standard that are not covered in the Standard of Perfection. There 
are many errors in the Bantam Standard but Gus Vinhage has done a tremendous job of 
trying to make corrections While I was studying for the A B A. exam I kept track of all 
the errors 1 had come across, well over one hundred and fifty Gus responded to each and 
every error and has corrected as many as he has authority to do.

TURKEYS 

The Society for the Preservation 
of Poultry Antiquities (Craig Russell, 
president) has just completed a survey of 
known turkey breeders in the United 
States. The object of the survey was to 
identify the varieties now being raised 
and the number of each variety known to 
exist. The coordinator of the census was 
Paula Johnson, 2442 MayfieH Lane, Las 
Cruces, NM 88005. 505-526-J105. 

The results of the turkey census 
are very interesting. There are, at 
present, approximately 3,000 "historical'' 
turkeys in the United States. The 
majority of the turkeys (63%) are being 
raised by just seven breeders. Most of 
the turkeys (72%) are Bourbon Reds, 
Royal Palms, and Bronze. 


Forty-six turkey breeders were 
identified for this census. Three of them 
are CPAC members: Craig Russell, Tom 
Richardson, and S. Robert Powell. 

If you would like to obtain a 
copy of the census report, contact Paula 
Johnson (address given above) or Craig 
Russell (717-837-3157). 

As a breeder of Narraganset 
turkeys, I was very interested to learn 
that there are only 87 known 
Narragansets (60 females, 27 males) in 
existence. 

I must say that I looked at my 11 
Narragansets (3 toms, 8 hens) in a whole 
new light when I realized just how few 
of them there are left. I immediately 
decided that 1 would raise as many 
Narragansets as I can this year and make 
them available to anyone interested in 
raising them. 

To my great pleasure, some of 
the young birds that I raised this year are 
now starting to lay. With any luck, I will 
be preoccupied with hatching and raising 
some Narraganset poults in the months 
ahead. 

Many varieties of turkeys are 
much more endangered than 
Narragansets: Blue Nebraskan (2 

females, 0 males), Red (1 male, 1 
female), Oregon Gray (1 male, 1 
female). 

If you have the interest and the 
space available, why not think about 
doing your part to preserve for future 
generations on- or more of the 
"historical" varieties of American 
turkeys? For additional information, 
contact Craig Russell at 717-837-3157.

AVIAN INFLUENZA 

In late October, Ralph Britt sent 
in a copy of Poultry Council, a 
publication of the PennAG Industries 
Association. 

From that publication we leam 
that 

• The USDA has provided guidelines 
for the Pennsylvania Department of 
Agriculture to develop an 
experimental pilot project on the use 
of avian influenza vaccines in 
chickens. 

• There are no commercial flocks 
quarantined for avian influenza in 
Pennsylvania as of October 15, 1998. 
There are three duck flocks 
quarantined for avian influenza, but 
not with H7 or H5 serotypes. 

• On October 13, 1998, the University 
of Pennsylvania at New Bolton made 
a presumptive diagnosis of avian 
influenza infection from three dead 
and two iive pheasants submitted to 
the laboratory. 

• John Hoffman has retired after 25 
years of service as the Executive 
Director of the Pennsylvania Poultry 
Federation. 

• The Pennsylvania Department of 
Agriculture recently held in 
Harrisburg a one-day technical 
training program on aviar. influenza 
for back-yard flock owners. (Note 
from SRP: The myopia of the 
Pennsylvania Department of 
Agriculture on the subject of avian 
influenza continues to amaze me. It 
is well known that back-yard flock 
owners are not the source of these 


avian influenza problems in the 
commonwealth. These problems are 
generated by the commercial poultry 
industry which, with the chutzpah 
that frequently characterizes the 
guilty, finds it convenient to identify 
us, the exhibition poultry hobby, as 
the source of its own self-made 
problems. Given all this official 
rattling about in Lancaster County 
and in Harrisburg, one wonders if the 
1999 Farm Show will take place in 
January? Every year when the Farm 
Show catalogue comes out, I 
immediately make plans to show 
birds, which means that they have to 
be vaccinated against Newcastle 
disease. Shortly after the catalogue 
came out this fall, there was an 
outbreak of avian influenza in a 
commercial flock in southeastern 
Pennsylvania. As soon as I heard 
about that outbreak, I immediately 
canceled any plans I had to enter 
birds in the 1999 Farm Show. I’m not 
going to put my birds through the 
Newcastle vaccination process and 
then have the bureaucrats cancel the 
Farm Show at the last minute 
because of problems in the 
commercial poultry industry.) 

Our thanks to Ralph for sending 
in this publication. Ralph reported 
that the two brooder houses that he 
used for many years to house his 
exhibition birds have been passed on 
to Dale Martin.

For those of us who raise and 
show birds, the pleasure of feeling 
ourselves to be a part of a dominant 
group of people with the same interest 
(the feeling that one might experience as 


a spectator when attending in person a 
major league sports event) doesn’t 
happen very often. That feeling, the 
exhilarating high of focused partic¬ 
ipation and professional camaraderie, 
was very much in the air at Columbus. 
And it felt great to be a part of it all. 

Another wonderful part of the 
weekend was the opportunity to renew 
and to strengthen ft ndships—and to 
make the acquaintance of new people in 
this grand hobby of ours. 

And of course there were the 
birds: 12,294 of them (3,366 standard 
chickens, 7,044 bantam chickens, and 
1,884 waterfowl), shown by 780 
exhibitors. As someone who is primarily 
concerned with standard chickens, it was 
an extraordinary experience for me to 
see that many standard chickens in one 
show—almost half as many as there 
were bantams. (In most shows that I 
attend, there are usually five or six times 
as many bantams as standards.) 

And such beautiful birds—and 
not just one or two of a given variety, 
but rows and rows of them. Truly 
extraordinary. 

The breed club and the national 
poultry organization meetings were also 
very interesting experiences. We should 
all, it seems to me, be actively involved 
in at least one poultry club or 
organization. Don't just sit back and 
expect others to do everything. Get 
involved. The greater your involvement 
in the hobby, the more meaningful will 
be your experience of raising and 
showing birds. 

It will be interesting to see the 
video that the Ohio Poultry Breeders' 
Association made of the show; also the 
48-page POULTRY PRESS special 
edition on the November 13-15 show.

Dear Mark: 

I read with interest your letter in the November 1998 POULTRY PRESS about your 
proposed poultry documentary for the Discovery channel. 

For many years, I have raised and shown a wide variety of exhibition poultry (standard 
and bantam chickens, ducks, turkeys, and guinea fowl). 1 hatch and raise virtually all of 
my young birds the old-fashioned way—using setting hens. Most of us who raise show 
birds have already started to hatch chicks for the coming show season. At present, I have 
six hens with young chicks (of varying ages). 

The subject of "natural" incubation would be a good one for any documentary study of 
poultry, the photographic possibilities are great. My birds (between 250 and 300 of them) 
are housed in an attractive agrarian setting (a dairy farm that is now a golf course). The 
bam in which my birds are housed is a large peg-bam that dates from the nineteenth 
century. "Pretty as a picture"—well, yes, I think it is. 

You may have seen the Martha Stewart program on exhibition poultry? It is a 30-minute 
show about Martha Stewart's visit to my local poultry club's spring show in 1997. (Our 
annual spring show takes place the first weekend in May.) Martha Stewart visited our 
show, at my request, in order to select "the most beautiful bird in the show.” During 
several of the segments in the show, I am shown talking with Martha Stewart about 
poultry. I don't think of myself as a "colorful type" or a "character," but I am good in 
interview situations. 

I am very interested in doing everything possible to promote exhibition poultry and 
would be pleased to help you in any way that I can. Enclosed is a copy of the December 
7, 1998 issue of the Central Pennsylvania Avian Club’s monthly NEWSLETTER, which 
you may be interested to read.

CP AC MEETING 

December 5, 1998 

Eight club members met at the 
Bloomsburg Fairgrounds on December 
5th and cleaned the poultry building. 
They were: Carl-Betty-Seth Harris, 
Nancy Messinger, Joshua Messinger, 
Craig Russell, Phil Malencore, and S. 
Robert Powell. Before arriving for the 
clean up session, Carl and Betty Harris 
cleaned, sterilized, and packed in plastic 
bags all of the coop cups that were used 
at the fall show. 

As the cleaning session 
proceeded, club members talked about 
the club and about poultry and the time 
passed quickly. Just as the work session 
was coming to an end, Todd Lehman 
(Poultry Superintendent at the Blooms¬ 
burg Fair) arrived in the poultry building 
and visited with club members. Club 
members were pleased to hear Todd 
remark that the club had done a very 
good job of cleaning the building. 

At 2 P.M., a club meeting was 
called to order by CPAC president Carl 
Harris. A general discussion of the 
CPAC's annual shows and auctions took 


place. A motion was made by Powell, 
with a second by Betty Harris, to hold 
only an auction—and no show—in the 
fall. The motion carried. 

A motion was then made by Carl 
Harris, with a second by Craig Russell, 
to hold a two-day show, with no auction, 
in the spring. The motion carried. Nancy 
Messinger volunteered to look into the 
possibility of holding a cage bird show 
in conjunction with the spring show. 
Robert Powell said that he and Jim 
Decker would take charge of a spring 
pigeon show. Carl then asked Phil 
Malencore and Nancy Messinger if they, 
along with Terry Arbogast, would take 
charge of the food stand at next spring's 
show. They said they would. 

Carl announced that Karen Porr 
has agreed to serve as the poultry show 
secretary of the CPAC. Nancy 
Messinger said that she would take 
charge of the paperwork and the books 
for the auction in the fall. 

Robert reported that he had 
recently mailed a substantial article 
about the club's fall show to POULTRY 
PRESS. The article was accompanied by 
14 black and white photographs and a 
25-inch space ad. It was regularly moved

HEALTHY BIRDS 

At this fall's Garden State show, 
we talked with the Frisbies from South 
Canaan about keeping birds healthy. Mr. 
and Mrs. Frisbie reported that "if you 
want to keep chicken's healthy, put one 
teaspoon of vinegar in each gallon of 
their drinking water. To prevent 
blackhead in turkeys, put four drops of 
iodine in each quart of their drinking 
water." Got a horse with a sore foot? The 
Frisbies tell us that "to cure a horse with 
a sore foot, put fresh cow manure on 
burlap bag and wrap the horse's foot 
with it. That will take care of the 
problem."

BURMASTER AND DUFFY 

The 1956 edition of Plume 
(published by The Iroquois Post, 
Iroquois, Ontario, Canada), there is a 
biographical sketch of Charles N. 
Burmaster by Maurice C. Wallace. From 
that article, we leam that 

• C. N. Burmaster was one of 
America's leading breeders of 
exhibition poultry. Both he and his 
good friend, Alex Duffy, lived in 
Watertown, NY. 

• In the 1953 Plume, there is an article 
about Alex Duffy (a mason by trade) 
and his standard Cochins. 

• Burmaster was best known as a 
breeder of Buff Rocks and as a judge 
of all varieties of poultry. As a judge. 
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he was said to be "honest, perceptive, 
careful, and studious," 

• He was bom on a farm in Irving, 
NY; received Bachelor of Music 
from Eastman School of Music and a 
Maser's Degree in Music from State 
Teachers' College at Fredonia, NY; 
taught vocal and instrumental music 
in the public and high schools of 
Watertown from 1930 on; in 1956 
he was the choral music director at 
the senior high school; served as 
conductor of the Watertown Civic 
Orchestra, the Community Mixed 
Chorus, and the Watertown Male 
Chorus. 

• Burmaster's interest in Buff Rocks 
was inspired by his friendship with 
William H. Gaude, who bred Buff 
Leghorns and Buff Orpingtons. 

• Burmaster got his first Buff Rocks 
from Charles Bonnick of Canada. 
Burmaster's Buff Rocks won big 
most shows in the eastern United 
States, including the Madison Square 
Garden show; also at the Canadian 
National Exhibition. 

• One of Burmaster's friends was 
Harry Lamon from Adams Center, 
NY. It was Lamon and Arthur 
Schilling who encouraged Burmaster 
to become an APA judge. Following 
the death of Lamon, who founded the 
National Poultry Institute (a poultry 
correspondence institute), Burmaster 
became the manager of the NPI. 
Burmaster also served as president of 
the New York State Pouli 
Association and member of the bo 1 
of directors of the American Br ,a 
Club. 

• During one of his summer vac ons, 
Burmaster went on the road ith a 
string of exhibition potil "He 


found the experience rugged, 
instructive and enjoyable." 

• Burmaster became the secretary and 
general manager of the Madison 
Square Garden show. Alex Duffy 
was also affiliated with the show, as 
a member of the show's board of 
directors. 

• A testimonial dinner in Burmaster's 
honor was held at Pulaski where the 
fanciers of New York state and a 
representative from Ontario gathered 
for the express purpose of doing him 
honor. Austin Carpenter was the 
master of ceremonies. A testimonial 
address was delivered by Larry Platz 
of Syracuse. 

In the same issue of Plume, there 
is a space ad from Marcus L. Davidson, 
Route 1, Sath, Pa. [sic]. Like Burmaster 
and Duf' , Davidson is another poultry 
legend ~om this part of the country in 
the first half of the twentieth century. In 
his ad, Davidson offers the following 
kinds of birds for sale: Buff and White 
Orr igtons. Buff Rocks, Buff Leghorns, 
B 1 Brahmas, Buff Cochins, Black 
R ecombs, and Black, White, and Buff 
chin bantams. 

Special thanks to Paul Kroll for 
ending us a collection of issues of 
Plume, an extraordinary poultry 
publication whose pages are filled with 
interesting and well written articles.

HARFORD POULTRY 
BUILDING 

Anson Tiffany, Bob Simons, and 
S. Robert Powell are the current poultry 
superintendents at the Harford Fair, 
Susquehanna County. 

The Cecil E. Rose Poultry 
Building on the Harford fairgrounds is 
one of the nicest poultry buildings in 
Pennsylvania. In a conversation with 
Anson Tiffany at this year's Harford 
Fair, we learned that 

• the poultry building at Harford was 
among the first "new" building built 
on the fairgrounds. 

• the center section of show cages in 
the building is original; the cages on 
the east and west walls and the white 
backing and the cage trays were put 
in by Cecil and Mary Rose, who 
made the cages three rows high over 
the dog coops on the east. The west 
side of the building used to be all 
standard cages. Cecil ,-.nd Mary 
replaced some of the standard cages 
on the west wall with bantam cages. 


Cecil and Mary also had the cages 
built at the north and south ends of 
the building. 

• in the fall of 1929, Anson Tiffany 
and one of his classmates, Robert 
Newman, became affiliated with the 
Harford poultry show, under E. W. 
Prout 

• the "old" poultry building was 
located up on the rocks, about where 
the back of the grandstand now is; 
the cages, with spindle fronts, were 
all on the outside of the building. 

• around 1933-1936, they started to 
have night fairs, Friday and Saturday 
nights. E. W. Prout was dead set 
against night fairs. The birds were 
cooped in on Thursday afternoon and 
judged on Friday, and released on 
Saturday afternoon. The poultry 
show closed at 5 P.M. on Saturday. 

• the birds used to be shown and 
judged in pairs at Harford.
